“The story is that of one of the magi, or 
wise men of the east, who came to worship 
at the birthplace of Jesus. The man never 
reached Jesus until the day of Calvary, for 
he spent his time and his resources on the 
way in doing acts of saving kindness and 
mercy. It was to this wise man, according 
to the story, that the immortal words were 
spoken, ‘Inasmuch as thou hast done it unto 
the least of these, my brethren, thou hast 
done it unto me.

“With these instructions, our committee 
began ite work, and as the true artist paints 
a picture no hireling could paint, who will 
endure hardships for the love of his work 
that no money could hire him to endure, this 
was the spirit in which your local commit- 
tee took up this work.

Yield Can Be Increased. 
“Our association bas been informed au- 


thentically that it would take but a small 


amount of education and interest aroused in 
the corn show to increase the average yield 
three or four bushels-an acre. Think, if you 
please, what that would mean. If our 80,000. 
000 acres produced three bushels more to 
each acre, it would mean: 

“ First—An improved quality. 

„ Second—It would mean 240,000,000 bush- 
els more and would be that much more for 
our railroada to haul. and think what it 
would mean to our agriculturists, our banks, 
and our country in gekerai. ; 

“In behalf of this association I wish to em 
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phasize right here the fact that H all the in- 
terests affected by the wonderful opportunity 


offered would coUperate in this matter, the 


returns would de a thousand fold, and this, 
our first corn exposition, would be but asa 
blossom which foretells the great yield of 
fruit that is tocome. Look at our great fat 
stock shows and the wonderful good that has 
been accomplished; our great horse shows 
and the great national dairy show, which be- 
gins next week in this city, and then ask 
yourself the question: ‘Does education 
aiong these lines pay?’ 

“The object of our association is indus- 
trial education; progress; greater oppor- 
tunity; greater results from the same effort, 
and greater happiness. It is the sincere hope 
of our association that this corn exposition 
may prove but the forerunner of a great na- 
tional fair to be held annually in this city.” 


Uncle Sam’s Man Talks. 

A. D. Shamel, ‘rom the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, spoke of what had 
been accomplisliied by the government at Its 
experiment stations in consequence of which 
the yield of corn had deen greatly increased 
by the intelligent treatment of soil and the 
careful selection of seed. 

Clarke B. Carr of Galesburg had for his 
subject Farmers of the Middle West.“ Mr. 
Carr also told what is being done and has 
deen done in the past in the exploitation o? 
corn in foreign countries, particularly the 
Impetus given to corn in Europe by the dem- 
onstrations at the corn kitchen at the exposi- 
tion in Paris in 1900. 

The “Corn March,” composed for the oc- 
casion, and other musical selections were 
va by the Naval Reserve band of thirty 
pieces. 


Corn Everywhere in Decorations. 

Under a starry blue sky forming a canopy 
for the great building King Corn was every- 
where displayed in the decorations. This is 
the work of a small army of men under the 
direction of A. P. Daniels. The decorations 
were months jn preparation and cost the pro- 
moters of the corn exhibition not far from 
$30,000, so in many respects they are the 
most elaborate that have been seen in the 
Coliseum. ' 

The blue bunting sky which hangs in grace- 
ful loops from the great steel rafters is re- 
lieved at intervals by eighty twelve foot 
stars, and for every star there is an eight 
foot pendant, consisting of a single ear of 
corn. There are eighty of these huge ears of 
corn, without counting those in the form of 
wreaths, that hang round the central chande- 
liers. The wreaths are twenty feet in diam- 
eter on the inside. Suspended from the ceil- 
ing, also, are two pumpkins, each with a 
diameter of eight feet, symbolizing the unity 
between corn and pumpkins. 


Lights Used in Decoration. 

Four thousand electric lights have been 
used in the decorative scheme. 

Around the main floor of the Coliseum. 
which has more than 100 tables in three decks 
for the corn exhibits, stands a stately colon- 
nade of corn pillars. Theer are fifty of them, 
each tweive feet high and eighteen inches 
in diameter, covered with red, and yellow, 
and white ears of corn, arranged in fanciful 
geometrical patterns. 

Running around the entire building, just 
under the balconies, are forty-eight great 
arches, covered with corn and supported by 
the pillars, and each arch has as a pendant 
a five foot ear of papier machs corn. Jack-o’- 
lanterns, dear to the childish hearts, as well 
as to some of the grownups, who loye still 


to call up the recollections of hallowe’en 
pranks, are displayed here and there. Like 
everything else, they are fashioned upon an 
immense scale, with diameters of eight feet. 
Surmounting each pillar of corn where it sup- 
porte an arch is a shield or escutcheon, con- 
taining a state coat of arms, a legend with the 
present year’s yield of corn of one of the 
fourteen gregt corn bearing states, or some 
patriotic design. 


One Effective Farm Scene. 

At the south end of the building, covering 
the entire balcony space, is an exquisite 
farm scene, representing a sunset. A farm- 
house is seen in the distance, surrounded by 
fields of corn. Genuine shocks have been 
used on the outer plain and the landscape 
effect is beautiful. as the setting sun casts its 
glow upon the harvest aspect, symbolic of 
the plentitude and prosperity among the 
farmers eof the United States this year. 
Peace and harmony, good cheer and love of 
country—all are typified by the great paint- 
ing. On either side of the scene are two im- 
mense eagles, whose canvas wings extend 
nearly forty feet from tip to tip. The out- 
stretched wings of one of these noble birds 
seem to protect a huge painting of President 
Roosevelt, framed in corn. On the opposite 
side is a twin painting of Mayor Busse. The 
paintings are each twenty feet in diameter. 
The United States coat-ef arms is suspended 
between the birds of freedom. 


Place of Honor for Ceres. 

The temple to Ceres is one of the most 
interesting sights at the Coliseum. The vis- 
{tor is at once impressed with the historical 
and mythological feature of the exhibition. 

The temple occupies a stage in the balcony, 
which fact was appreciated last night by the 
public that secured an unobstructed view of 
its classic facade. Th front of the temple 
is well nigh hidden ey corn pillars and other 
emblems of the harvest, but in the distance 
is seen a building of pure Grecian outline 
upon a small eminence, and descending from 
a’ flight of marble steps are Grecian maidens 
clad in the flowing, classic draperies of the 
ancient race. In the middle of the stage, in 
front of the temple, isa colossal figure of 
Ceres in silver gilt, and this marks the center 
of the devotional rite, which will be cele- 
brated several times each day during the two 
weeke of the exposition. 


Reproduce Illinois Farm. 


The centerpiece of the decorations is a 
model farm, twenty feet square. Here has 
been reproduced upon a microscopic scale, 
but with faithful attention to the most 


minute detail, a mile square section of 4 farm 


owned by Eugene Funk near Bloomington, 
Ill. Fields of corn and oats and pasturage, 
all under a high state of cultivation are 
epread out upon a gently rolling plain, Upon 
the brow of a hill is the farmhouse, a com- 
fortable home, suggestive of all the comforts 
that make living close to the soll so attract- 
ive to the city man. Barns and other out- 
buildings descend the hill, forming à pie- 
turesqu landscape. Cattle, hogs, horses, 
and other live stock, each no larger than a 
bumble bee and each faithfully carved by 
the artist, a native of Sweden not long in this 
country, are apparently roaming about 
through the various fields as natural as 
though endowed with life. Figures of farm 
laborers; their backs bent with toil, are at 
work. Some of them are reaping and their 
farming implements if examined closely will 
show a more careful attention to the most 
minute details of mechanics than usvaily 
is found in creations of this nature The 
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reapers, the hay rakes, the harrows, the 
wagons, all are made of metal. The wind- 
milis run briskly upon being exposed to the 
slightest air. Even two silos in one of the 
barnyards are faithful representations of 
these important adjuncts of stock feeding. 
At one end of the farm appears a second 
farmhouse and its accompanying buildings. 
A typical country road runs through the 
farm and a graceful stream winds along. 

Edward Biederman, the manager for the 
Daniels scenic studio and the artist who did 
most of the work upon the model farm, went 
over Mr. Funk's farm in an automobile, mak- 
ing sketches and surveys for twodays before 
they started upon this interesting example 
of the decorators’ art. The farm is made in 
sections to facilitate its removal. A fence 
has been erected about it, for the small 
animals and the microscopic manikins are too 
great a temptation to children and souvenir 
collectors to be left easily accessible, 

“Minnehaha in the Cornfleld,“ an original 
painting 25x12 feet and framed artist- 
ically in corn, occupies a position in the 
balcony opposite the main entrance. Thie 
scene has been taken from the description iu 
Longfellow’s “ Hiawatha.” and the subject 
is said to have been posed by the charming 
daughter of one of the officers of the Associa- 
tion of Commerce. 

Something like 2.500 bushels of corn have 
been used in the decorations. and as it was 
necessary to select the white, red, and yellow 
ears with care, the corn cost 61 a bushel. 
Ten thousand yards of muslin were used and

KIRKMAN TO LAMBASTE ARMY , 
IN REVENGE FOR PRISON TERM. 


Ex-Captain, Released from Peniten-~- 
tiary, Declares He’ll Go on with Book 
Exposing Corruption in Department. 


Leavenworth, Kas, Oct. 5.—{Special.}]— 
George W. Kirkman, ex-captain in the regu- 
lar army, was released from the penitentiary 
today after two years and three months’ 
confinement. 

Kirkman was dismissed from the army in 
disgrace and sent to Prison for passing 
spurious checks. His dismissal from the 
army was the result of a tragic scandal 
which broke up the home ofa brother officer, 
Lieut. Chandler of the Twenty-fifth infantry, 
_ — to the suicide of Mrs. Chandler after 
she had deserted her husb 
— and to live with 

As soon as he was released ri 
today Kirkman announced his intiation at 
revenging himself upon the officers instru- 
mental in his dismissa] and on the army in 
general. 

One of his first moves, he sald. would be an 
attempt to secure the indictment of Gen. 
George B. Davis, head of the legal depart- 
ment of the army, who he alleges is draw- 
ing his salary contrary. to law, and in viola- 
tlor ef the act of congress providing for 
the general staff of the army. 

He said he has. almost. concluded a book 
on the army which will create a sensation. 

All sorts of pressure, political, family, 
and religious, have been exerted,“ he said, 

to restrain me from publishing this book, 
but I intend to publish it. To me it is more 
than a duty. It is a mission.” 

The book will treat on the slander bureau 
of the war department. whose speciality ts 
warring on women and children, as witness 
the Tucker and Ayres incidents of late. Thie 
slander has wilifully supplied the 
press with information which the father of 
lies himself would be proud of. 

I intend to on with my memoirs, f- 
cluding the y 1900, covering much cor- 
ruption in the army. I shall give full details, 
involving men of the highest position in civil, 
milttary. and teligious life.

THE HAGUE, Oct. 5.—After a brilliant ap- 
peal by Joseph H. Choate of the American 
delegation the committee on arbitration set 
its approval on the principle of obligatory 
arbitration by a vote of 30 votes to 6. 

Germany, Austria, Hungary, Greece, Tur- 
China, and Roumania voted against 
the proposition, which was most vigorously 
opposed by the German ‘delegation. 

Mr. Choate’s speech in favor of the prin- 
ciple was one of the finest addresses made 
since the conference was convened.

Sermons Fail Because Ministers 
Can’t Speak, Bancroft Says. 


PULPIT ORATORY TOO WEAK. 


Actor Tells Church Congress Pastor 
Should Cultivate Lungs. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON; Oct. 5.—The most crowded ses- 
sion of the church congress this week was 
that addressed by Sir Squire Bancroft. the 
actor, on the subject of the art of reading 
and preaching. There is nothing more de- 
plorable in the Church of England than the 
utter absence of oraterical ability in the 
average preacher, he declared. 

“When we call to mind the rare cost lav- 
ished upon choral services, and the pains 
and practice it takes to acquire skill 
melodiously to chant. the litany, why isn’t 
the same labor bestowed on teaching young 
clergymen. to speak audibly?’ Squire Ban- 
croft asked. The first duty of the preacher 
is to make himself heard; the second to be 
impressive and convincing. As a humble 
member of varied congregations I have heard 
many sermons. Most of them I have entirely 
forgotten. A few I will remember till I die. 
Most sermons are forgotten immediately be- 
cause they are badly delivered. 

Many preachers know nothing of voice 
production, using all head notes instead of 
chest notes, and so falling victims to the 
well known clergyman's sore throat. I never 
heard of actor’s sore throat. A bishop once 
asked David Garrick: 

Can you tell me why you players, who 
deal with romance, can profoundly move an 
audience, while we preachers, who deal with 
reality, fail to do so? 

“Garrick answered: ‘Yes. It is because 
we players act fiction as if it were truth, 
while you preachers too often speak of truth 
as if it were but fiction.’ 

Every curate should pass an examina- 
tion before he is allowed to mount the pulpit. 
If as a critic I've said a word to hurt, I'm 
}morey. If., as an actor. I've said one word 
to heip, I am glad.“ 

The speech was-received with great enthu- 
siasm. While Bancroft was deploring the 
inaudibility of the average parson the meet- 
ing was stirred to hearty laughter by re- 
peated requests to him from all parts of 
the audience to speak up.“ 


EXPLOSION KILLS 63 GIRLS, 
HURTS 60, IN JAP FACTORY. 


Condemned Cartridges Blow Up and 
Cause Gr Fire at Osaka—Powder 


Boats Burn. 


TOKIO, Oct. 5.—A terrible explosion oc- 
curred this morning at the Takatsuke fac- 
tory, Osaka, while a number of girls were 
at work sorting shells and cartridges which 
had been condemned. Sixty-three of the 
girls were killed and over sixty were in- 
jured. As this dispatch is sent the factory 
is on fire and a number of boats containing 
explosives are also burning.

TAFT JOURNEYS ON TO MANILA.-

LONDON, Oct. 5.—A new epoch in British 
military history was marked today by the 
remarkable fight over London of the derigi- 
ble war balloon constructed at Aldershot. 

The airship lived up to its name, Nulll 
Secundus. It sailed from Farnborough. 
thirty-five miles from London, to pay its 
first official visit to the war office. 

The voyage from Farnborough against a 
ten mile breeze was made at the rate of fifteen 
miles an hour. The balloon appeared to be 
absolutely under control in every respect. 
whether with or against the wind, it salled 
smoothly and swiftly and rose and fell with 
the grace and symmetry of a huge bird. —

Airship a Huge Success. 

Col, Capper and Col. Cody, the navigators 
of the aerial craft, expressed delight over its 
performance today. The only defect no- 
ticeable was that a steady course was kept 
with difficulty wien going against the wind. 
The airship made twenty miles an hour, with 
a steady ten mile breeze, and could have re- 
mained in the air six hours longer, but it was 
not thought advigable to take risks at this 
experimental stage. 

It is said that todey’s trip of the balloon 
was in the nature of a rehearsal prepetatory 
to making a visit on Oct. 14 to King Hdward 
at Buckingham palace. 

The Nulli Secundus is a sausage shaped 
ba'ioon, about 100 feet long by 30 feet in 
dlameter, and has a lifting capacity of about 
one ton, which, after deducting the weight of 
the car, engines, and other apparatus, per- 
mits the carrying of a crew of three men. 
The car of the balloon, which is shaped like 
a boa:, is constructed of aluminium and 
canvas. The engines are so built that the 
cxhaust vapor is turned into gas and is car- 
ried vp into the balloon above by'means of 
a tube. i 

The envelope of the balloon is a parch- 
ment like material, similar to goldbeater's 
skin, and is built up of thousands upon 
thousands of pieces a few inches square, 
joined together by a secret process.

Mount Weather Station in Virginia Es- 
tablishes High Mark—Tempera- 
ture Is 5 Below Zero. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—The highest al- 
titude ever reached by a kite In this country, 
according to Prof. Henry of the weather 
bureau, occurred last Thursday at the Mount 
Weather station inVirginia, when an altitude 
of slightly over 23,000 feet was attained. At 
that height a temperature of five degrees be- 
low zero Fahrenheit was recorded. For the 
last few days the Mount Weather bureau has 
been conducting experiments in kite flying 
with a view to determining the weather con- 
ditions at various altitudes.

Cunarder Will Again, Seek to 
Beat Deutschland’s Mark. 


FOR RECORD AND $750,000. 


Trip a Test for Subsidy; Regiment of 
Stokers Aboard Craft. 


LIVERPOOL, Oct. 5.—With nearly 38,000 
passengers of all classes the new Cunarder 
Lusitania left here tonight on its second voy- 
age to New York. 

The general public as well as shipping men 
are most interested in this trip, as there is 
a widespread belief that the ship will make 
a real attempt to eclipse the record of the 
Hamburg-American liner Deutschland. O- 
clals of the Cunard company are reticent, 
but it is known that more than 200 of the 
best stokers obtainable are on d the 
Lusitania, and that special arrangements 
have been made to help them to maintain he 
strain of shifting the enormous quantity of 
fuel that the steamer will consume. 

It is declared that the British admiralty is 
looking to this voyage for evidence of speed 
powers, as the agreement between the gov- 
ernment and the Cunard company regarding 
the subsidy of $750,000 a year now comes into 
force. This subsidy is to be reduced if the 
agreed average of speed is not maintained.

If ine heads of 
families are good men, the-president said, 
the government .will be good. 

If a man is a good father he will make a 
good public officer, but merely because a 
man is thrifty and clever does not necessarily 
make him trustworthy in public life.

Jurisdiction in Criminal Cases 
Confined to City’s Territory. 


SUPREME BENCH SO DECIDES. 


Justice Olson Says It Will Not Release 
Men Now in Prison. 


The Supreme court at Springfield yesterday 
held that the Municipal court has not crim- 
inal jurisdiction in any cases except where 
the indictment specifically states that the 
crime wos committed“ in the city of Chi- 
cago.” 

The effect. of this decision on the fate of 
certain imprisoned men appears to be in 
doubt. Some criminal lawyers, among them 
Charles E. Erbstein. say the doors of Joliet 
and other prisons will swing open for many 
of the inmates as a result of the ruling. 

Chief Justice Harry Olson of the Municipal 
court says nothing of the kind will be done; 
| that the decision merely confirms the juris- 
| diction of his court. 

The decision was announced in the case of 
| William A. Miller, convicted of the larceny 
| of rugs from the John M. Smyth company. 

Attorney Erbstein. among other things, con- 

tended that the indictment should have set

Opinions on Ruling Differ.

But there will be no wholesale releases 
from prison, as some attorneys might think. 
I do not think any judge will release a prieon- 
er on habeas corpus under the decision. The 
decision sustains the transfer jurisdiction of 
the Municipai court. Our courts have been 
‘fed’ from all the other courts, and when 
the criminal business was piled up high in 
the county, State’s Attorney Healy trans- 
ferred to us many cases that were awaiting 
trial. * 


Will Change Form of Indictment. 

“The indictments were drawn under the 
old form and specified ‘Cook county’ as the 
place of the offense. The decision merely 
means that hereafter the records will have 
to show ‘city of Chicago, Cook county,’ in 
the cases that come to us. Under it we can 
try such important cases as that of Con- 
stantine. Heretofore there has been a doubt 
as to our handling cases of the kind. 

„Instead of the convicted men being turned 
loose the state’s attorney can confess. error 
and the men be remanded, because in any 
event they are simply mistrials, We were 
reversed merely because of that particular 
fiaw in the indictment. 

„The second section of the original court 
act stated that we should have jurisdiction 
‘within the city. of Chicago,’ but in the 
amendment recently voted for by the peo- 
ple the words within the city of Chicago 
are cut out. 

“Of the 820 cases we tried there were six 
for mansiaughter and the rest were for rob- 
peries, burglaries, and of the chicken feed 
variety.

Gen. William Booth, a hero on the battle 
field of humanity, accompanied by staff of- 
ficers and his daughter, Evangeline Booth, 
commander of the American division of the 
Salvation army, arrived in Chicago yester- 
day. 

The general's loyal soldiers from all parts 
of America, the city officially and generally 
gave him a royal reception. At the La Salle 
street depot 500 Salvation army officers in 
rank and uniform, accompanied by a band 
of nearly 100 pleces, welcomed the veteran 
commander. 

Bowing to the right and left, giving out- 
ward evidence of the pleasure he felt, the 
general, leaning on the arm of his daughter, 
passed through the dense crowd to a car 
riage. 

The procession passed to the Annex hotel, 
where a delegation of aldermen, headed by 
Ald. Dunn, representing the mayor: Bishop 
Samuel Fallows of. St. Paul's Reformed 
Episcopal church, representing the clergy, 
and Representative Matthew Mills of the 
county bar, was in waiting to receive the

Fifth Visit to Chicago. 


In the general's party, besides himself and 
daughter, are Commissioner Alexander Nicol 
of London and Col. John Lawley, traveling 
secretary. The general arrived at New York 
seven da,s ago. He came here direct from 
Rochester, N. FT. After visiting several of 
the larger cities of the United States he will 
gail for Berlin on Nov. 9. 

This is the general's fifth visit to Chicago.

“A large per cent of babies 
are permanent sufferers because their 
mothers didn't know how to care for them 
for the frat eie months of their lives. 
As an experiment, in one town in England 
we have established a Happy Home society. 
It offers a prize of $5 to every mother who 
presents a perfectly healthy baby at the age 
of 12 months, and who has reared the child 
without ald of the bottle. This experiment 
has decreased mortality among babes from 
82 to 18 per cent.” 

Gen. Booth declared the churches are not 
successful in their efforts to reach humanity. 

The trend of humanity is away from the 
church, religion, and missions,” he said. 

The fault of charity in this country. as in 
others, especially in France and England. is 
that it is wasteful. Gratuitous giving pro- 
duces a class of social parasites. In Paris 
one-fourth of the population receives alms. 
The Salvation army treats charity as a 
science, distributing its goods scientifically 
and where deserved,” 

What do you think of the charity of John 
Rockefeller, Carnegie, and other million- 
aires?” was asked. 

“TI think they should give their money 
away. It is much better that they should 
die without it,” he replied. 


Talks to His Army at Nicht. 


Gen. Booth addressed a soldiers meet- 
ing at night in Jefferson Park Presbyterian 
church. Ordinary civilians were not allowed 
to attend, as the church was so crowded that 
hundreds of the army workers could not get 
in. After telling of his own experiences as 
an humble worker in the army which he has 
built up, the general said: 

I tell you it is consecration that counts. 
The trouble with too many of you officers and 
workers tonight fs that you will not give up 
pride. There is something in your lives that 
you prize more dearly than the cross. You 
must put aside the remnant of worldly love 
or pride that you have and kneel with abso- 
. lute deyotion to this work of saving the most 
fallen sinners. If you can only do this ana 
forsake the ways of the wicked this army will 
grow into the greatest organization for 
evangelistic work that the world ever saw.“

When the general assembly reconvenes in 
Springfield on Tuesday the most involved 
and most interesting contest which. Illinois 
republican politics has furnished in years 
will be begun.

dates hinge on the legislation. It is interest- 
ing because it is so full of uncertainty. 

Until the Supreme court destroyed the 
primary law Gov. Deneen was in better shape 
for renomination than most of his predeces- 
sors had been in seeking a second term. A! 
this advantage has been lost and. unless an- 
other law be passed and made effective for the 
next primaries, Deneen's position is just as 
precarious as that of his predecessors at the 
same period was.

C. French, a democrat, was elected to sue 
ceed himself in 1848 and Shelby M. Cullom

P. Altgeid. 


Deneen Faces Difficult Task. 

It is apparent. to the politicians of the state 
that Gov. Deneen's contest for renomination 
begins Tuesday when the legislature meets, 
If he has to make his fight ynder the same 
conditions as those of preceding governors, 
they believe he will run into the same results. 
If he can change the conditions he may be 
able to change the results. 

Several combinations of candidates, more 
or less tightly cemented, already are in work- 
ing order. If it becomes apparent that De- 
neen cannot get a primary law in working 
order for his own purposes, the combinations 
will be enlarged and more cement applied. 

What would be an excellent plan without 
@ direct plurality primary law would be a 
disastrous one with such a law. The thing 
that would give it strength without the law 
would make it weak with the law. 

A number of candidates working under the 
old style primaries could split the state con- 
vention into fragments and prevent the gov- 
ernor from obtaining a majority. A number 
of candidates working under a direct primary 
law would make it easy for the man with 
back to get thelargest 
number of votes on the popular ballot, and 
that would nominate him without a conven- 
tion. 

May Urge New Primary Law. 

Unless the governor has revised his plans 
in the last week, it is his intention to ask for 
the passage of such a law. The legislators 
are hoping that he will be considerate enough 
of them not to send a special message on pri- 
mary legislation to them when they convene 
on Tuesday. They hope he will allow them to 
work out some deep waterway plan and ad- 
journ, and then if he wants a primary bill 
considered call them back. 

Many of them say they cannot afford to 
spend five or six weeks in Springfield at their 
own expense. It is a mere accident of legisla- 
tion that they find themselves so situated as 
to be on hand for such a message next week 
They would be pleased if the governor could 


, see the matter in this ight and got force the 
responsibility for the special session on them 


by giving them the alternative of remaining 
in Springfield at their own expense or of ad- 
journing in defiance of a message. 

At the same time the governor knows that 
if he had so much consideration for their 
pocketbooks and gave them a chance to get 
away and come back at state expense a num- 
ber of them would be among the first to at- 
tack him for causing the N of state 
money in special sessions. 


Call for Democratic Caucus. 


A call has been issued by Minority Leader 
Douglas Pattison for a caucus Tuesday morn- 
ing at Springfield, and it looks as if the early 
trouble would come from democratic sources. 

There are a number of republicans in the 
house who are in the same boat with the dem- 
Ocrats so far as direct primaries are con- 
cerned, and it will not be surprising if that 
dody finds it impossible to get away from 
the direct primary idea.

SEEN AS PERIL TO PROSPERITY, 
883 Investigator Says Imme- 
diate Economy of Coal, Timber, and 


Water Power Is Imperative. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.—After an ex- 
tensive governmental investigation of the 
country’s natural resources, conducted in the 
weet, Prof. J. A. Holmes, chief of the tech- 
nological bureau of the geological survey, 
made an official statement today warning the 
American people that the prodigious waste of 
these resources must stop at once if the 
country is to continue to prosper. 

Prof. Holmes declares that in the mining 
operations of the present time nearly one- 
half of the total supply is being left under 
ground; that water as a source of power 10 
being wasted day after day and year after 
year to the extent of miliions of horse power, 
and that forest fires have burned more lum- 
ber than has been used in the building of 
houses or in the industries. 

Prof. Holmes found the waste of coal ap- 
palling. Every possible means should be 
adopted, he says, for reducing this waste 
to an absolute minimum in order that our fuel 
resources may suffice for the future as well 
as for the present needs of the nation. 

At the present rate of increase in con- 
sumption, Says Mr. Holmes, the better 
part of the fuel supply of the country wil! be 
gone by the end of the present century, un- 
less the proper steps are taken.“

Keeps Faith with Landis. 

Judge Cleland mentioned the MoCaffrey 
case in the course of an address before the 
club on the subject of The Crimmal.“ Me- 
Caffrey was convieted in the federal court of 
stealing $4 from a letter and sentenced to 
serve a year in the bridewell. He was given 
two months’ grace by Judge Landis before 
starting to serve his sentence in which to pro- 
vide for his wife and baby during his incar- 
ceration. 

„That system is bad,” insisted Cleland. 
I am not criticising Judge Landis. He isan 
upright and humane judge. But I do say that 
the law is wrong. It is not the justice the 
progress of the twentieth century demands.” 

Judge Cleland explained his parole system 
in detail, and spoke at length against what 
he termed “the miscellaneous imprison- 
ment of men.“ 

It is the greatest crime against society,” 
he said. “A man commits an offense, and he 
is transported to a well kept public insti- 
tution. He is fed and clothed and taken care 
of, while his wife and children are banished to 
suffering and squalor. They are the real suf- 
ferers for the crime of the husband and 
father. I say it would be much better to send 
the offender to the sweatshop or the washtub, 
while the state takes care of his wife and 
children.“ 


Attacks /Bonaparte’s Theory. 

The judge Wok serious objection to the 
theory of Attorney Genera! Bonaparte re- 
garding capital punishment for the man con- 
victed of four felonies. In support of his 
‘eontention he related several instances of 
reformations even after such a record. 

There is always the chance of reforma- 
tion,“ he stated.

New Nine Hour Law Worries the Com- 
panies; Phones May Be Tried.

3 agents of some of the railroads 
operating in the larger cities of the Pacific 
coast have been thrown into a panic by the 
report that they have been investigated by, 
the interstate commerce commission. It is 
declared that the old system of commissions 
on steamship business was revived for4 time 
and that many agents agreed to accept them. 
The rumor also involves the agents on @ 
leading Chicago-Missouri river road. 

The fact that the practice continued for 
three months last spring is known. Several 
of the eastern roads, finding they were not 
getting as large a share of the Atlantic 
ateamship business as formerly, offered to ro- 
sume giving commissions on the old basis. 
The air was naturally a secret one, but 
the lines that failed to get the business soon 
discovered the reason and then the inter- 
state commerce commission learned of it. 


Shock for the Ticket Agents. | 
Becret service men were put to work and 
information was secured in confirmation of 
the report. Meanwhile, however, the ticket 
agents believed their commissions were pil- 
ing up in the eastern offices and they dreamed 
of the good old Gays when commissions ex- 
ceeded salaries. Then the passenger de- 
partments of the eastern roads involved were 
notified that the interstate commerce com- 
mission knew of the secret eee ee A 
When the ticket agents wrote requesting, 
their commissions they received instead curt 
letters that none could be paid because of the 
danger of prosecution. It is still a question 
whether or not action will be taken by the 
interstate commerce commission. but as no 
payments were made, so far as the secret 
agents of the commission could discover, it 
is presumed the matter will not be carried 
into the courts. 


More Telegraphers Needed. 

The railroads of the country are preparing 
to meet the new conditions to be created by 
the federal law limiting the working days of 
telegraphers to nine hours. This goes into 
effect next March. The Pennsylvania and 
the Erie have established schools for teleg- 
raphers, and other roads are expected to fol- 
low suit. Experiments with telephones are 
being made also by some of the roads, and it is 
thought this may solve the problem for the 
small towns. 

Under the new law it is said that fullya 
third more telegraphers will be needed unless 
the telephone service can be utilized. Where 
these telegraphers will come from is a ques- 
tion. Just at present there are many com- 
mercial telegraphers available because of the 
strike, and many of these have been hired in 
anticipation of the needs next March.

N' USED AS PRESS MUZZLE. 


Seek to Erect a Train Memorial in 
Scottish Town.

LONDON, Sept. 25.—Mysterious always 
are the ways of the European press censor, 
but it is in Russia that he obtains the fullest 
scope tc display his capacity for asinine 
interference.. The achievements of Gen. 
Nowickj in that direction, however, cast all 
previous records in the’shade. He is the new 
„ gradonaczelnk of Odessa. The gra- 
donaczelnik is the man who runs the town. 
It is quite in accordance with ideas of Rus- 
sian officialdom that the first thing necessary 
in order to run a town properly is to muzzle 
the newspapers. It is the way Gen. Nowickj 
has gone about to do it that entitles him 
to be regarded as the prize clown among 
press censors. 

He has issued orders that in newspaper 
reports of disturbances or crimes of any 
sort no mention is to be made of the persons 
concerned, or of the streets or places which 


are the scenes of the happeffings. In every 


instance the important detail omitted is to 
be replaced by the initial of his own fame—a 
capital N.“ When money is stolen the 
same letter in all cases must be employed to 
conceal the amount from the public. 


Get In New Stock of ‘“‘N’s.”’ 


In consequence all the newspapers in 
Odessa have had to purchase an extra stock 
of the Russian equivalent of upper case 
N’s. And the newspapers abound in such 
paragraphs as the following: 3 
“Three individuals whose names are 
N, N, and N, attacked Count N as he was 
walking down N street, knocking him down 
and robbing him of N rubles. He was con- 
veyed to N hospital by the police in an un- 
conscious condition, but Dr. N told our rep- 
resentative last night that his injuries were 
not of a serious character.“ 

Here is another sample of the results of 
the general's exercise of his authority asa 
suppressor of information calculated to in- 
flame public opinion and jeopardize the sta- 
bility of the government:

Chancellor, Issues Appeal. 


HOPES TO GET $1,250,000 : 


Plans Many Improvements — Boar: 
May Frown on Scheme.

line with modern ideas. 

Lord Curgon, Who some time ago lamente 
there was no work for England's retired pro 
consuls, has apparently found an outlet f. 
his abundant activities. On the death 
Lord Goschen, he was elected chancellor 
the University of Oxford. This office lo: 
Has been regarded as a purely honorary or 
but the former viceroy of India does not ij: 
tend to be idle. 

In his first public act in his new capacii 
he has issued an appeal for funds which wil 
equip the university for the work of nationa 
education, which Curzon is convinced it ca 
still pursue. A quarter million pounds is t! 
sum for which he appeals to old Oxford me! 


Need Funds for Library. 

The famous Bodleian library is in pressing 
needs of funds, and to its requirements tl: 
chancellor proposes to devote £50,000 of the 
£250,000 which he hopes will be contributed. 
More professorships of modern languages are 
another necessity of the day. Among these is 
a professorship of Japanese. Agriculture, 
botany, chemistry, electricity, engineering, 
and hygiene demand better exposition in the 
university than these subjects can at present 
receive owing to the lack of funds for an 
electrical laboratory, which would cost 
£150,000. The Ashmolean museum also needs 
financial help. 

It is expected that Curzon’s appeal will not 
fall upon deaf ears, and on the whole the 
scheme is highly commended. It ig feared, 
however, that Curson's initiative will not 
go far enough. With the chancellor is asso- 
ciated a committee of ten who are rather well 
wishers of Oxford than pioneers of education 
and advocates of the modernization of the 
university. There is fear this committee is 
not of a caliber to bring about that devoutly 
wished fer consummation. 


Move in the Right Direction.

School Directress in Paris Arrested 
on Unusual Charge—Girls’ 
Academy Raided.

CLAIMS GEN. FURLONG’S ESTATE 


Tells of Relationship to Dead New 
Yorker—Dublin Captain Seeks 
Legacy—Court Contest Likely.

Charles E. Furlong, who died recently in 
New York, will be claimed formally by Will- 
lam George Furlong of Fleet street, an er- 
randrunner.

In view of an announcement here that 
Capt. Hill of Dublin, described as formerly 
of the Eighteenth hussars, and now in New 
York, has put in a claim to the fortune, a 
contest in the courts between the two claim- 
ants is likely. 

Furlong first ‘learned of his namesake's 
death a few days ago from a short para- 
graph in a London newspaper. 

The Furlongs from which the Fleet street 
runner descended have lived on Lord Caw- 
dor's estate, in Pembrokeshire, for eight 
generations. Furlong is known to most 
editors and correspondents in Fleet street, 
and when without errands he stands about 
the streets. Though he has seen the seamy 
side of life many years, he still maintains 
an old fashioned respectability of dress, and 
always wears a frizzled frock coat and top

FORTUNES TO WHEAT TRADERS 
WHILE LONDON’S POOR STARVE. 


Jrop Shortage Which Sends Up Price of 
Bread Returns Big Profits to Those 
on Right Side of the Market. 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—Fortunes have been 
made during the last few months and are 
being made today in London by a certain 
class of sharp witted wheat speculators. 
Just a year ago this month the price of wheat 
was $6.12 a quarter; today it is hovering 
around $9.26, with every likelihood of a atill 
further advance. 

One speculator invested $100,000 in wheat 
last September, but not wishing to have all 
his eggs in one basket, so to speak, he has 
been selling. His profit will work out at 
$40,000. Several well known dealers are 
known to have plunged even more heavily 
with equally happy results. Many of them 
are enthusiastic bulls and are holding fora 
further rise. 

Flour also has gone up, thus affecting the 
price of bread to an alarming extent. l'ad- 
dington and Marylebone, two London dis- 
trlets, have already raised the price of the 
standard loaf to 14 cents, and the end is not 
yet in sight. From an authoritative source 
it Is learned that a 16 cent loaf may be ex- 
pected almost any day. This advance in 
the price of bread is working incaiculable 
misery among the poor of the large cities and 
especially of London.

TANGIER AT REST 
ABOVE A VOLCANO 


Peaceful Conditions Belie 
Spirit of Unrest Among 
Warlike Moors. 


FAST MAY BRING CLASH. 


“The Tribune“ Correspondent 
Tells of Thin Curtain Whieh 
Prevents Outbreak.

TANGIER,. Sept. 18:—With the Mohan 
medan fast of Ramadan only twenty days 
away, and with rumors of outrages com- 
mitted by the French against the Moors ar- 
riving from coast towns and the interior daily 
the Tangerine Moor—on the surface—is pre- 
serving the imperturbility native to adher- 
ents of Islamism. 

The big ships that say boom-dbeom and 
fiy foreign flags are lying at anchor in the 
bay, it is true, but their presence has not 
interfered with the sale of charcoal and eggs 
in Tangier's outer Soko. 

The common knowledge that 12,000 Span- 
ish troops are waiting at Algeciras and Cadiz 


with the expectation that some fanatical! out - 


break will furnish an excuse for the occu- 
pation of Tangier, so far has failed to pro- 
voke a demonstration, notwithstanding what 
certain London newspaper correspondents 
Rave telegraphed to the contrary. 


Woman Vanguard of Tourists. 

A hardy Yankee tourist, with Baedecker 
clenched in her right hand, today rode a 
mule through the jostling mass of holy men, 
saints, beggars, and ragged lunatics who are 
ready to test the virus of revolution, and 
was unmolested., 

The woman was the advance guard of 140 
who, after reiterated assurances 
that they have a fair chance of seeing Tan- 
gier in half a day without getting any 
punctures in their skins, have signified their 
intention of taking the risk.“ More than 
a score of tourists, possibly of martial de- 
scent, are at Casablanca, sleeping on the 
stairways in a hotel recently ventilated by 
French shells.

Moors, especially in Tangier, are prone to

Silent on the Future. 

While these same town Moors are looking 
with semi-tolerant eyes upon Christians— 
always excepting the French—they fling 
their palms outward with a world of mean- 
ing when asked whether, in their opinion, 
strife between Mohammedan and Christian 
ultimately must come in Tangier. The mo- 
mentary lull in the Moroccan conflict does 
not count in their prognostications. 

The men in the street say there will be 
trouble in Tangier—probably when least ex- 
pected. One of the staple sayings in Moroc- 
co is: 4 

“It is the unexpected that always hap- 
pens.” 2 

“LL fear that any landing of troops will stir 
up low class Moors o make trouble and 
kill,” said Mohammed Hamduehi, a well in- 
formed English speaking Moor, to Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent, as he sat ona well 
curb in a dusty little café garden under the 
walls of the kaslah and sucked at his pipe 
of kif. 


“Ragged Ones the Disturbers. 

“It is the Moor with a ragged djellab and 
no roof who listens to the disturbers from the 
country: Tangier and its people will fly up 
in the air in pieces if the big guns shoot. If 
the French should come, this land would be 
all the same as Algiers. ‘ 

The Christians in Tangier can gp away 
to their own places if there is trouble, but 
what can the Moor do when his business is 
ruined and he has no other country to fly 
to?“ and Hamdushi sighed pensively over 
sweetened green tea and mint, thinking of his 
own house, worth 10,000 Spanish dollars, he 
said, to say nothing of the goodly dropping 
of pesetas by the guests of the foreign 
hotels. 

Hamdushi's sentiments are shared genere 
ally by other Moors, whose prosperity de- 
pends upon the presence of Christians. 


Interior Hordes the Danger. 

Unhappily for the chances of lasting peace 
in Al Moghreb Al-Aksa, the land of the set- 
ting sun, as the Moors call their country. 
the natives of the coast towns are despised 
by their countrymen of the interior because 
of their familiarity with the infidel. The 
trading Moors are a drop in the bucket in 
comparison with the hordes of disputing 
fanatics who rule in the 400,000 square miles 
of the interior, united only. by the Moham- 
medan belief. ba 

If Muley Hand, the proclaimed rival of 
Abd el Aziz, as sultan, triumphs, he is likely 
to make sad havoc with the agreement signed 
by the powers at the Algeciras conference, 
and, in the opinién of Moors and foreigners 
alike, will have opened the way to endless 
excuses for testing the document's elasticity. 

That, in any event, the disturbing influences 
are bound to bring about a European occu- 
pation of Tangier, as weil as the other open 
ports, is the settled belief of the English 
here. They evince considerable dudgeon be- 
cause their government declined to send 6 
warship flying the union jack to protect the 
Britishers of Tangier. 


Jews Will Be Worst Sufferers. 

G. T. Abrines, the editor of Al-Moghred 
Al-Aksa, the only English newspaper here, 
whose correspondents all are old residents of 
the country, is among those who foresee 
trouble. 

If the French find an excuse for landing 
here, they will invite the attentions of the 
flerce Riffs and other fighting Moors follow- 
ing Ba Hamara, the one eyed, and other chief- 
tains waiting for an opportunity to apring 
into prominence. Truly, with the warships 
in plain sight of the hotel windows, and with 
couriers from interior towns sneaking into 
town disguised as charcoal burners to avoid 
murder on the road, conditions warrant ear- 
nest speculation. 

The poor Jews and Spaniards who live with 
their families in the crowded, pestiferous 
streets of the nullah naturally are the ones 
who will suffer most in case of an outbreak.

Peace, however, always is used in 
a comparative sense in Morocco. For in- 


| gtance, if a Moor commits a crime or deserts 


from the army and secures employment from 
a European, the malefactor is safe from 
arrest 80 long as he remains in that employ. 
Only this morning a soldier who had deserted 
from the sultan’s army. boldly proceeded to 
Tetuan as servant for a disreputable Span- 
jard. It is suspected that in this case the 
servant is paying the master. 

Hadji bel Taski, recently restored to his 
old post of bashaw of Tangier city, has in- 
gratiated himself with the foreigners by 
helping them spend foreign money for clean- 
ing the streets. Fearing lest Raisuli, the 
host of Kaid McLean, may gobble up some 
other foreigners by the wayside, the bashaw 
has posted some of his Arab soldiers at the 
exfts from the town.

to stand guard in, but the Arab grenadier 
uses them for bedgooms only. Much of the 
time he is lying- prone on his stomach be- 
tween. the prickly pear fences, with the 
muzzle of his rifle projecting from under his 
chin, Of course, this is not discipline; neither 
is it geod for the gorgeous Moorish uniform; 
but what does the sultan’s soldier care? 
After a fashion, he sees to it that no foreign- 
ers leave the city without a guard of paid 
soldiers. That is all that it required of him. 


Fast Man Lights Torch. - 

The fast of Ramadan, which begins Oct. 8. 
Christian calendar, may furnish the brand 
needed to set Morocco further alight. Es- 
sentially it is a season for the cultivation of 
fanaticism. 

In the fast of Ramadan, the faithful fast 
all day and feast all night. The din in Tan- 
gier is so frightful at this tinie that Chris- 
tians cannot sleep because of the blowing 
of horns and the ringing of bells. The muez- 
zins from the minarets of the mosques con- 
stantly intone jn Arabic: ‘“‘ Praised be God, 
who made the world! Prayer is better than 
sleep—than sleep! Come ye to pray-come 
ye to pray!“ 

The Muezzine may be right about it, but 
the Christians in Tangier would be grate- 
ful if he could be persuaded to modify his 
views. 

The law of the koran is observed more 
strictly in Morocco than in any other Moslem 
country in the world. That which it fs per- 
mitted for the Christian to do in Egypt. India. 
and even Turkey, is forbidden in Tangier. 
No Christian, so far as is known, ever en- 
tered a mosque in Tangier. In all prob- 
ability he never would come out alive if he 
did. 

Copies of the koran, so freely obtained in 
Cairo, are forbidden to the Christians here. 
The Moorish Mohammedans do not believe in 
Koran societies ’’ for proselyting purposes. 


“Infidels Cannot Buy Koran.” 

No true believer among the Moors would 
sell a koran to an infidel for 500,000 pesetas,”’ 
declared an intelligent Moor when asked to 
procure one. 

Moors can buy a koran for $3 or $4, but the 
Moors don’t want the Christian to have the 
koran. As a rule, the Moors of the bazaars 
would sell you an option on the planet Mars, 
and next day give you a deed of it. 

Religions opposed to Mohammedanism are 
not being prominently advertised just now. 
The Jewish holiday of Yom Kippur was sig- 
nalized only by the closing ofthe shops. The 
attendant ceremonials were carried on with- 
out ostertation by the Jews. 

About every morning’s sun sees a change 
in the lineup of the warships in the harbor. 
The French cruiser Gulyon goes to Gib- 
raltar about every two days for coal. The 
frequent coalings have led to comment on 
what device would be adopted if the ship 
were to make a long voyage, say across the 
Atlantic. : 

The present war cloud has led old foreign 
residents of Tangier to say that the place 
is entering upon a stage of transition. They 
sigh when they contemplate a future when 
the commercialism of the Caucasian shall 
have dimmed the traditions of this people, 
and the third rail system is in operation 
from Tangier to Timbuctoo. Then, in truth, 
Al Moghreb will have become White Man's 
Africa, and there will be an empty bed in 
the ward for the sick men of empire,

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NEW REGION IS 
PROMISED LAND 


Far N orthwest of Canada Re- 
ported to Be Little Short 
of Marvelous. 


OFFICIAIS TAKE NOTICE. 


Plans for Development of the Im- 


mense Region Are Already 
Well Under Way. 


Ottawa, Can., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—By direc- 
tion of the Hon. Frank Oliver, minister of the 
interior, @ compilation has been published 
from the officia] reports ring on the pro- 
posed Hudson bay route to Hurope. 

This new outlet for the grain of the north- 
west ia shown to be feasibie, and its adoption 
in view of the development of the grain pro- 
ducing areas @ necessity, Summaries are 
given of various explorations in the regions 
through which a direct railway line could be 
constructed from the wheat regions to the 
coast and of the country about the coast, 
which prove the existence of immense de- 
posits of manganiferous iron, important 
showings of copper and other minerals, and 
indications of coal. There are vast stretches 
of pulpwood, and in some sections mercitant- 
able timber. 

Summing up, it is concluded that Canada 
has at Churchill on Hudson bay a safe port 
open for several months in each-year and a 
site for a city with immense fisheries at its 
door, and large possibilities in the mineral 
wealth deposited in its neighborhood. 

As to the climate, popularly supposed to be 
almost unendurable by white people, Mr. 
Mosher of Halifax, who was at Churchill 
from Sept. 2 to Jan. 7, superintending the 
construction of the poll barracks, says: 
„As far as the weather it concerned, I would 
as soon have spent the months in Churchill 
as in Halifax.”’ Mackenzie and Mann are 
building a railroad to connect the plains with 
the bay which is already constructed half 
way to the bay coast. 

Railroad Now Running. 

The province of Ontario has built and its 
government is operating a paying road from 
North bay to the Cobalt and the Temiska- 
ming districts, half the distance to Albany 
at the mouth of the river of that name on the 
southwest coast of St. James bay, a sheet of 
water stretching south from the southern ex- 
tremity of Hudson bay: The chief organ in 
the province is urging the provincial adminis- 
tration to lose no time in letting tenders for 
carrying construction northwards to the 
coast of St. James bay. 

The whole subject of communications be- 
tween Hudson bay and the remainder of 
Canada is at the present moment engaging 
the attention of the Laurier government, 
Sir Wilfrid hoped to have a definite an- 
nouncement to make to parliament on the 
matter before the prorogation last session, 
but the resignation of Mr. Emmerson, minis- 
ter of railways, and the colonial conference 
in London prevented it. 4 

A new minister of railways, Mr. Graham, 
late liberal leader in Ontario, has been ap- 
pointed, and a statement as to the action the 
government intends to take is looked for 
early in the coming session. There is already 
on the statute book of Canada a chapter re- 
lating to railway construction to Hudson's 
bay which contains a provision for the large 
land grant in aid of 12,800 acres per mile. 
Up to the present time no company has 
qualified for this grant. 


Line from Winnipeg. 

Mackenzie and Mann have built a road from 
Winnipeg to Erwood, with an extension to 
the Pas in the direction of Hudson bay. From 
Pas to Churchill is about 480 miles. The 
Winnipeg-Erwood road and Pas extension re- 
ceived a large land grant, concitioned on con- 
struction to the bay. 

Other railway interests have at different 
times secured charters from the dominion 
for the construction of a line to the Hudson 
bay, but none of them, except Mackenzie and 
Mann, has built in that direction The gov- 
ernment at Ottawa will now straighten out 
the tangle, and either come to an understand- 
ing with Mackenzie and Mann to carry their 
road to completion or with some other com- 
pany to build a separate road from such 
points to the bay as the government may 
consider desirable. In the meantime indi- 
cations multiply ot earry beginnings of the 
future port and city of Churchill. 

The federal government has about com- 
pleted the erection of the police barragks and 
official buildings and other arrangements for 
making Churchill the official headquarters of 
administration and police posts throughout 
the entire coast region. The Canadian North- 
ern railway company has put in an applica- 
tion for a grant of 4,700 acres of land, giving 
about five miles fronting on-the bay, A. J. 
Norquay an application for 2,500 acres, with 
about four miles frontage on the bay, and

Prospecting parties have located numer- 
ous mineral claims and b ht out samples 
that appear to confirm the reports of the 
existence of valuable deposits in different 
parts of the country over a widespread area. 

A thousand miles northeast of Vancouver, 
in @ country which has generally been con- 
sidered a wilderness of rock and forest, and 
nine or ten months ice and snow bound, H. 
M. Beach, an Ottawa man, has engaged in 
ranching. In a letter just received from him 
he states that in a trip to look after his cattle 
he found strawberries, raspberries, goose- 
berries, and blueberries in abundance. All 
were ripe at the same time and superior to 
any he had ever found in the settled parts 
of Canada south or east. Mr. Beach is one 
of the pioneers in the distant region, enor- 
mous stretches of which, situated in the 
great Mackenzie river basin, never have been 
explored. 

A select committee of the senate has been 
engaged since the commencement of last 
session Of parliament in an investigation of 
the resources of the outlying parts of the 
dominion north of the Saskatchewan water- 
shed, east of the Rocky mountaine, and west 
and east of Hudson bay, including the terri- 
tories of Keewatia and Ungava. 

The latter territ*ry extends from the east 
coast of the bay to the Labrador strip on the 
north Atlantic coast, and from Hudson Bay 
strait in the north to the northern boundary 
of the province of Quebec in the south. The 
portion between the Rockies and the west 
coast of the bay comprises the Mackenzie 
territory and the country between that terri- 
tory and the present northern. boundaries of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan. The findings of 
this committee have not yet been printed. 

A select committee of the senate issued a 
report ot the Mackensie territory some years 
ago, founded on such information as could 
be gleaned from official explorations made 
at widely scattered points, from the records 
of Hudson bay factors at the company’s 
posts, the evidence of missionaries to the 
Indians, and others. The report showed that 
the territory comprised an area estimated 
at 1,260,000 square miles, believed to include 
a possible area of 650,000 square miles fitted 
for the growth of potatoes, 407,000 square 
miles suitable for barley, and 360,000 square 
miles suitable for wheat and everything else 


that grows where these come to maturity. 


Large Pastoral Area. 


There is a pastoral area estimated at 860,- 
000 square miles, 26,000 of which is open pral- 
rie, with occasional groves, the remainder 
being more or less wooded; 274,000 square 
miles, including ‘the prairie, is considered 


OSLER NOW WARNS PHYSICIANS

Osler has administered some other salu- 
tary advice. For instance, he says: 

Don't be skeptical. He is the best doc- 
tor who knows the worthlessness of most 
medicine, Study your fellow man and fel- 
low woman and learn to manage them. Re- 
member above all things that you are in the 
profession as a calling, not as a business. 
Once get down to the purely business level 
and your influence is gone and the light of

Sentiment in yesterday’s wheat market 
bristled with bullishness and prices gave 
ready response to improved general buying.

Cash Situation Is Strong.

Interesting Trade Gossip on Change. 


Cash wheat was in demand yesterday, both 
for domestic and export account, and prices 
were firm. No. 2 red winter was held at Ic 
over December by holders, with & over bid. 
New York was in the market for wheat, but 
other seaboard points were not active as 
bidders. Domestic mitlers were in the mar- 
ket for a moderate amount of wheat. but 
the inquiry was not large. Outside markets 
were generally strong. No. 2 red at St. Louis 
sold at $1.02% and the east, southeast, and 
south were reported to be buying there. 
Kansas City was firm. Northwestern mar- 
kets reported a good demand, with gales of 
Manitobas and No. 1 northern made at Du- 
luth and Manitobas at Winnipeg. Cash corn 
here was in fair demand. Shipmentsthe last 
week have been large, and receipts are being 
well taken care of. The movement from west 
of the Mississippi is still good, but from 
Llinois points it is falling off. Oats were %@ 
lc up, in sympathy with futures and on the 
excellent shipping demand. Sales were large 
and would have aggregated much more if 
they had been offered freely. Eastern stocks 
are light and the current inquiry is excel- 
lent. Local sales were 125,000 bu wheat, 200. 
000 bu corn, and 275,000 bu oats. The sea- 
board reported sales of 400,000 bu wheat and 
72.000 bu corn. 

Rosenbaum Grain company, Daggett, A. J. 
White, Northern Grain, Bartlett-Frazier, 
Cudahy brokers, and Rankin were the leaders 
in the buying of wheat. On the advance 
there was heavy selling against ups, and 
by Chapin. A. O. Brown, and Logan. Mar- 
field and Comstock were the leading buyers 
of corn. Brosseau sold. Bartlett-Frazier, 
Lake, Updike, Peavey, Marx, and Pope- 
Eckhardt were the best buyers of oats, Lake 
starting the early rally by the purchase of 
150,000 bu May. Buckley sold early. Some 
profit taking was encountered on the rally, 
but general offerings were small. Schwart 
and Swift were the leading buyers of lard. 
Outside interests were fair buyers of lard 
and ribs. Slaughter sold January product. 

Estimated receipts for tomorrow are: 
Wheat, 85 cars; corn, 674 cars; oats, 426 cars; 
rye, 24 cars; bariey, 105 cars; hogs, 34,000, 
and 115,000 for the week. 

inneapolis wheat stocks decreased 553,000 
bu for the week and are now 4,576,000 bu. 

Winnipeg had 215 cars of wheat yesterday. 
against 407 cars a year ago. Of the day's 
receipts 21 cars were No. 1 hard, 62 cars 
No. 1 northern, and d cars No. 2 northern. 

World's shipments of wheat last week 
were estimated at 13,200,000 bu. Last year 
actual shipments were 11,508,000 bu. Indian 
shipments were large at 1.456,000 bu, against 
416,000 bu last year. and Russian clearances 
were said to have been large. A moderate 
increase is expected in supplies of wheat on 
ocean nassage. ; 

President H. N. Sager yesterday appointed 
the following committee to investigate the 
proposition to incorporate: an insurance 
clause in the rules of the board of trade, as 
proposed by the members of the Board of 
Trade Mutual Benefit association: W. 8. 
Jackson and James Fernald, representing 
the members of the association, and James 
Bennett, James Bradley, and James A. Bun- 
nell, representing the directors. 

James M. Waite has applied for member 
ship on the board of trade, and George S. 
Harold has posted his membership for 
transfer. 

New York wired Bartlett- Frazier: The 
exporters offered sparingly last night owing 
to inability to buy cash wheat. Therefore 
the actual acceptances were probably Nght, 
but the bids are here at full prices and for 
gocd quantities. The most important feat- 
ure of the trade so far is the unanimous buy- 
ing of May wheat in Chicago by foreign 
houses. Looks to me as if they were begin- 
ning to provide for future needs by having 
some options in the house anyway 

Omaha is selling wheat to Baltimore, all 
rail shipment, for export. Sales were made 
yesterday and Friday. Tnis is considered 
unusual at this season of the year. 

“That the demand for soft wheat is im- 
proving, however, is shown by the fact that 
warehouse receipts for over 700,000 bu of 
red wheat in store here have been canceled 
during the last few days, and sales of sev- 
eral cargoes have been made since,” said 
W. H. Lake & Co. Local mills also have 
made big sales of flour during the last two 
days. As the big local stocks have been the 
most influential bearish feature in the situ- 
ation for some time past, and as they are 
now beginning to be wanted for consump- 
tion, it seems probable that they Will cease 
to be a burden, and any decrease of conse- 
uence from now on, coupled with the big 
demand at all other points of accumulation, 
will be quickly reflected by an advance in 
prices. Looking at the situation the world 
over, we feel that not only are present prices 
warranted by ruling conditions but that a 
continuation of the present big consumptive 
demand will eventually force an awakening 
of the speculative publie and bring about a 
decided appreciation in values.’’

Last week's market furnished one of the 
most sensational transactions of recent years 
in the purchase by Levy Mayer, in behalf of 
the Klaw & Erlanger syndicate, of the Strat- 
ford hotel property, and the announcement 
that, with the acquirement of the Karpen 
Bros. property, adjoining on the south, for 
which negotiations are pending, «a new 


eighteen story hotel and theater building 
will be erected cgvering the entire frontage 
of 295 feet. b Ee 

For the Stratford hotel property, which 
was sold by Oliver & Co. for Bryant H. 
Barber, Mr. Mayer is understood to have 
paid $1,500,000. The transaction is of spe- 
cial interest for the reason that it enjoys the 
distinction of being the second largest single 
sale in the history of the city, first honors 
belonging to the purchase by the late Mar- 
shal! Field from the late L. Z. Leiter of the 
southeast corner of State and Madison streets 
in 1808 for $2,125,000. Mr. Mayer was repre- 
sented by Benjamin Rosenberg. 


Regarded as Good Purchase. 
It also is of much interest by reason of the 
fact that it is recognized as being one of the 
best purchases of Chicago realty in years, as 
the best judges of central business property 
estimate it to be worth close to $2,500,000. 
The board of assessors valued it at $2,218,000, 
which was subsequently reduced by the board 
of review to $1,860,000. 
It is one of the best corners in the city, 
being at the intersection of two of the most 
prominent boulevards, and with the com- 
pletion of the Grant park, on which it has a 
splendid frontage of 160 feet, jt is destined to 
become immensely valuable. The wonder 
among brokers is that Mr. Barber consented 
to part with the property at the considera- 
tion reported. 
The transaction also is of interest in that 
it seems finally to determine the location of 
the new Klaw & Erlanger theater, after 
one or two other sites had nearly been ac- 
quired. 
The land fronts 160 feet om Michigan by 171 
on Jackson boulevard, and the eight story 
hotel building is said to have been given no 
value in the transaction, although valued 
at $229,000 by the assessors.

Mr. Barber acquired the property from 
the Boston ground rent trustees in 1899 
for $750,000, when it was known as the 
Leland, and constituted one of the hotel 


pended over $250,000 in thoroughly modern- 
king the building, which he renamed the 
Stratford. so that his profit in the trans 
action 1s $500,000. In its new dress and new 
name the hotel has been a big financial 
success. 

This is indicated by the fact that the net 
annual revenue of the hotel, together with 
the -sores, is said to be $175,000, which is 
about 12 per cent on the present purchase 
price. 

The Karpen brothers’ property, for which 
the syndicate is said to be negotiating, has 
a frontage of 135 feet, with a depth of 171 
feet, and was valued by the assessors at 
$1.376,000. c 

The Stratford sale and the proposed great 
improvement will serve again to call atten- 
tion to Michigan avenue, which for two 
years or more has been the sensational 
feature of the Chicago real estate market. 
Land values have mounted upwards by leaps 
and bounds and some of the most imposing 
buildings in the city have been erected upon 
it, notably the Railway Exchange building, 
the Illinois Athletic club building, the addi- 
tion to the Auditorium Annex, and the great 
new Harvester building at Harrison street, 
which is said now to be practically rented. 
There are also other big things doing along 
the street. 


Profit of $105,000 from Sale. 

Another important transaction of the week 
of special interest as illustrating how good 
money maf be made by judicious investments 
in Chicago realty, was the sale by S. Karpen 
& Bros. to the Schaaf Bros., piano manu- 
facturers, of the Schuttler property at 258-260 
Wabash avenue for $350,000.

inet with in theatrical and musica! folk, and 
she has the gift of expressing herself con- 
cisely and forcefully. She writes articles 
every now and again for some of the Ger- 
man papers—whenever she chances upon an 
incident or a condition which she feels mer- 
its comment—and her contribution invari- 
ably claims widespread attention throughout 
Germany and oftentimes throughout the 
music world. She recently wrote for the 
Berlin journal Die Woche a comment on 
operatic conditions which contains some in- 
teresting and unusual material. In it she 
takes exception to the attention paid nowa- 
cays to the scenic enframement and costum- 
ing of grand opera in Germany, arguing that 
in the vast amount of setting individual 
worth in delineation of important charac-

ters is lost sight of by the public. In the 
course of the article she says: 


“The craze for brilllant scenic effects, In 


which one theater tries to outdo the other, 
robs the stage directors of sound judgment. 


They endeavor to see the essence of a per- 


formance in-its milieu, in its ensemble, 
whereas the rea! thing is to be found only 


in the passion, the individuality, the genius 


of the artist. The theater is and always 


will. be theater and never reality, and ne 


decorations, no ensemble, however great, can 
make it reality. Without the personality, 
the authority of the performer the best en- 
semble is ineffective. The interpreter must 
always remain the principal thing. What 
would a work be without the individual in- 
terpretation of the artist? The exaggera- 
tion of the importance of little things and 
the undervaluation of artistic individuality 
are the doom of the modern stage. When 
the zeal for accuracy and style attach more 
importance to scenery and costumes than to 
genius, then art and artists, are wronged.“ 
— 


Coming to the discussion of modern oper - 
atic tendencies, Mme. Lehmann writes: 

“Truth, accuracy ,is demanded on the stage, 
and the falsity of the old operas fs bemoaned. 
An opera never can be true, just as the the- 
ater itself cannot be true—the acoustic con- 
ditions alone miake this impossible. Are 
Wagner's operas truer than others? They 
were different; they were better organized 
and his tremendous genſus compelled us. 
But in reality it is just as unreal when Wotan 
sings his thoughts to Brunhilde as when 
Count Luna sings of his love to Leonora to 
the chorus. An opera can never be truthful 
because in real life people don’t sing their 
feelings to each other in public places. The 
theater, the opera, must, then, always re- 
main unreal, and the fact that people are 
walking about or leaning out of the windows 
while an aria or duet is being sung does not 
make the situation more real. These things 
only disturb in that they draw our attention 
away from the chief performer. The real 
action of the piece lies in the words of the 
speaker or singer, and these must be under- 
stood by the public, otherwise the drama and 
opera have no meaning and purpose what- 
ever. 

J must touch upon one more important 
point here, concerning modern operatic music, 
and give my views of it, as a singer. It isnot 
necessary to accent the importance of Wag- 
ner’s works again. But the baneful influence 
of his reformations through his imitators was 
never brought home to me more forcibly than 
recently while listening to one of the newest 
operatic works. Is that music or singing? 
Does that move our better natures? And is 
that truer than the old or the new Italian 
operas? The attempt has been made to re- 
ject the Italian opera and all its parapher- 
nalia from the circle of art; and what has 
been Wen us in place of its wealth of mel- 
ody? Noise and hubbub, without heart or 
soul; so-called dramatic accents, more like 
bellowing, could be heard above the orches- 
tra neither as word nor tone, and left in the 
hearer® disagreeable sensations only. A 
tickling of the senses, to which normal per- 
sons would like to say: ‘Stop, my nerves 


won't stand it any longer.’ 


Is that the purpose and goal of music, of 
singing? Have the great ones lived and 
wrought only to be thus misunderstood? 
How can human voices penetrate’ through 
such tone masses. What kind of organs can 
master that which originates in the over- 
heated heads of excited composers, whore 
crazy harmonies for an orchestra of 100 to 
120 men resemble musical automobiles rush- 
ing past our ears, granting the frightened 
listener neither rest nor quiet. The human 
voice can produce only one tone and it can 
and should not attempt such things. Where 
the ideal is banished from art there 16 no 
more art. Is then melodious singing, this 
wonderful heritage that flows from the 


mouth out of the depths-of the heart, to be 


wholly lost to us? And is this glorious gift to 
entrance us no longer together with other 
voices? I confess it frankly—a melodious 


ensemble makes me happy. 


With every word of warning we receive 
the answer: Time does not stand still!’ No, 
and it should not. But we can see what can 
be lost to art by contemplating old Hellenic 
works of sculpture, which lay buried for 
thousands of years and are now unearthed, 
arousing universal admiration, Such works 
no one can create today. Why then should 


not a halt be called to the work of destruc- 
tion that threatens to rob us of the most 


beautiful and vital of all arts, the art of sing- 
ing? Everybody with a feeling for art should 


endeavor to make an end of this war of de- 


struction. If nations combine to prevent the 


annihilation of singing birds, why should not 


all possible efforts be made to preserve the 


voice, human singing, the noblest expression 
of our soul life? 


„This modern music fg an outrage against 


good taste and health, both of which suffer 


from this constant tickling of the nerves by 


this deformed monster to which the lovely 
art of music has given birth. The fear of 
melody characterizes this musical epoch. 
Here, to be sure, the art of singing !s no 
longer needed, as the euphony of the human 
voice—melody, the soul of music—has no lon- 
ger anything to say. It is already half lost to 
us; arid it cannot be dug up out of old ash 
heaps like the work of the old sculptors. That 
should not be forgotten, and the warning 
should be heeded in time.“

THE JURY COMMISSIONERSHIP. 

A few days ago one of the Cook county 
jury commissioners died ‘and it became the 
duty of the judges to appoint a successor. 
It was said in some of the city papers 
last week that as the commissioner was a 
democrat the republican judges had ieft 
it to their democratic colleagues to pick 
aut a man for the place. It was said, 
further, that the democratic judges, not 
caring to assume the, entire responsibility, 
had consulted the democratic county com- 
mittee, and that it was split into several 
cliques, each having a candidate. One of 
them was said to have the backing of ex- 
Mayer Dunne and another that of ex- 
Mayor Harrison. 

There has been no contradiction of this 
story, and yet it is difficult to believe 
that it can be true. The reason for dis- 
belief is that the jury commission ‘aw 
reads that the commissioners shall be 
“competent and discreet electors, who 
shall not be, by law, exempt or disquali- 
fied from serving as jurors, and who 
shall not be so chosen on accowpt of party 
affiliations.” The presumption is that 
judges, above all men, know and observe 
the laws. 

It would be a manifest infraction ef 
the law if party affiliations were to gov- 


commissioner. It is not the intent of the 
law that the choice of such an important 
officer shall be left to a county central 
committee or to the ruling faction in such 
a body. 

It is the duty of all the judges to unite 
in the selection of a “ competent and dis- 


political office. It should be a matter cf 
supreme indifference what party he be- 
longs to. Jury. commissionerships should 
not be made comfortable berths for the 
nominees of the leaders of party fac- 
tions.

HOME WORK OF CONSUMPTIVEs. 
Miss La Motte, visiting nurse for a 
Baltimore association, records in Charities 


and the Commons the result of two years’. 


observation among tuberculous free pa- 
tients. During that time she visited, not 
once but repeatedly, 915 homes in which 
there was tuberculosis. The danger to the 


families of persons afflicted with tubercu- 


losis is well known, but one phase of the 
danger incident to the continuance of 
such persons at home has not been 
brought out before so vividly as by Miss 
La Motte. That is the dgnger of con- 
tamination to persons not in the household 
of the patient. 

In 327 of the homes visited, that is, in 
nearly 39 per cent of the whole number, 
home industries of some kind were regu- 
larly carried on which brought the tuber- 
culous person into contact with the outer 
world. These occupations came under the 
head of light work,“ because they were 
not resorted to until the patient no longer 
had sufficient strength to work in a fac- 
tory or store. The idea of continuing the 
struggle, striving to support ofie’s self. 
lessening the family burden, is in itself a 
good one, but the only means left of put- 
ting it into operation is one full of danger 
to the whole community. 

Among the occupations which feeble 
persous in the last stages of consumption, 
racked by coughing, and scattering infec- 
tion constantly, have thought fit to enter 
are baby farming, dressmaking, keeping a 
grocery, butcher shop, oyster ‘saloon, or 
small dry goods store, wrapping candy, or 
giving private lessons. Several were 
barbers, coming thus into repulsively elo ze 
contact with their customers. But the 
oceupation most frequent was laundry. 


work. No less than 231 of the families: 


took in washing to be done at home, two 
of them for restaurants. In most of these 
cases the sick person did not do the heavy 
work, but aided in sorting and folding the 
clothes and was constantly in the room 
with them. The clothes were in the in- 
fected house usually from Monday morn- 
ing to Saturday night. The nurse made 
no attempt to follow up the history of the 
families for Which washing was done, but 
it was inevitable that the clothes should 
be infected under these conditions, and it 
was only a question of time when the in 
fection would reach a well person at a 
moment suitable for communication. 

From all such dangers there is only one 
remedy, segregation. In, many cases both 
the patient and the family would be glad 
if this could be done, but to be thorough 
it should be compulsory. A person in the 
last stages of tuberculosis is far more 
dangerous than a leper and should con- 
sent for the good of others to give up the 
attempt to be independent, otherwise 
laudable; as soon as the state does its 
duty and provides a suitable home for 
these persons, objects both of pity and r 
dread. 


‘A BOSTON IDEA. 
The Boston Elevated railway company 
has that inquisitiveness which is believed 


in other parts of the country to be pecu- 


liar to Yaakees, It wants to know how 
its trains are run and whether passengers 
are accommodated properly or not. For 
the purpose of satisfying this curiosity ‘t 
employs fifty trained inspectors to whom 
it assigns the indefinite but exacting duty 
of finding out whether things ere all 
right, and, if not; why not. These fifty 
men are continually patrolling the streets, 
watching every detail of the traffic, the 
getting on and off of passengers, the or- 
der, frequency, speed, and fullness of the 
If anything goes wrong anywllere 
an inspector is at hand in a few minutes 
and investigates. 

The duties of the Boston inspectors re- 
semble slightly those of the agent recently 
appointed by a western railroad and bear- 
ing the title The General Public,“ It 
will be remembered that this latter agent 
was to travel incognito, buying his ticket, 
and in every other way acting like any 
other passenger, in order to find out how 
passengers were treated by employés and 
what improvements: might be made. In 
Boston the inspectors of the elevated rail- 
way company have more authority, but 
the general purpose of their activity is 


“the same as in the other case—to secure 


good service. 

In connection with the system of run- 
ning street cars by telephone instead of 
by fixed and unchangeable routes and 
hours, the Boston idea of ubiquitous in- 
spectors would do much to make street car 
transportation more tolerable in Chicago.

importance of his position in the en- 
tourage of the king and of his influ- 
ence and power at court, is occupying his 
isure during the parliamentary recess in 
ing a measure in the shape of an amend- 
ment.to the so-called official ts law, 
with the object of extending its provisions 
in such a manner as to cover all official or 
semi-official communications—in one word, 
all correspondence on business of state—be- 
twien the sovereign and members of the 
cabinet, the viceroy of India, the British 
ambassadors,to foreign courts, as well as 
all these dignitaries among themselves. 

It is known that he is doing this at the in- 
stance of the king, who has the most im- 
plicit confidence in his tact, judgment, and 
experience, consults him about almost every- 
thing, and has intrusted him with the deli- 
cate task of making the selection of the let- 
ters contained in the published correspond- 
ence of Queen Victoria, which is to appear 
within the next few weeks. 

The king, who is always greatly interested 
in memoirs, both English and foreign, keen- 
ly resents indiscretions contained therein af- 
fecting his house, his court, his government, 
and his friends. He has been subjected to 
a considerable amount of annoyance in this 
resp@t in recent years. There are few re- 
tired servants of the state who do not de- 
vote thelr leisure to the production of 
“Reminiscences ”’ or ‘* Memoirs,” partly 
with the object of placing on record the role 
which they have played in public life and 
partly, too, with the object of adding to 
their restricted resources by ministering to 
the public taste for books of this class, which 
generally find a profitable sale. 

— 

What gives interest and piquancy to these 
volumes is the revelation of secrets of more 
or less importance which they contain, and 
the returns which authors and publishers 
obtain from their sale may be said to depend 
upon the character of the indiscretions that 
figure in the pages. These indiscretions 
are naturally embarrasssing to the persons 
whom they concern. Sometimes they affect 
the king or members of his family, some- 
times it is the cabinet or the administration 
previously in office that suffers, while in 
other instances they lead to the perturbation 
of foreign courté and governments. 

Already in July, just before parliament 
was prorogued, Lord Esher addressed irom 
his place in the house of lords a question 
to the lord high chancellor as to the extent 
of the ground covered by the existing offi- 
Clal’secrets laws, and it was understood at 
the time that he was making this inquiry in 
behalf of King Edward. It is owing to the 
unsatisfactory character of the reply given 
by the principal law officer of the crown 
that Lord Esher is now devisi his new 
bill, which is to be submitted to both houses 
as soon as they meet for the purpose of 
muzzling not only the tongue but, if I may 
use the expresssion, also the pen of those 
who have held offices of trust under the 
crown. 

There is not a government in Europe which 
has not been disturbed and embarrassed by 
indiscreet revelations on the part of those 
who at one time or another have been ss its 
employ as ambassadors, ministers of state, 
dignitaries of court, etc. Curiously enough, 
the onl¥ government that has enjoyed almost 
entire immunity in this respect is that of the 
United States, the officers of which, al- 
though their term of office is ephemeral, 
inadequately paid, and devoid otzany reward 
in the shape of titled orders of knighthood 
and pensions, make it a point of honor never 
to reveal after their restoration to private 
life the secrets with which they become ac- 
quainted While in the employ of Uncle Jam. 


— — 

Old Prince and Princess Chigi-Albani have 
just celebrated at Rome their golden wed- 
ding, which has been made the occasion of 
many manifestations of regard and good 
will, not alone by the pope and in vatican 
circles, but also by the people of Rome in 
generai, messages of congratulation being 
likewise received from America, notably 
from Cardinal Gibbons. For the prince in 
his capacity as marshal of the holy Roman 
church, and especially as chief guardian of 
the conclave, is intrusted with the care and 
custody of all the cardinals while they are 
} assembled for the purpose of electing a pope, 
and he is the first lay dignitary to present 
his congratulations and his homage to the 
new pontiff. 

Prince Chigi,. who is now in his seventy- 
fifth year, is one of the most picturesque 
figures of the Eternal City, is married toa 
princess of the formerly reigning house of 
Sayn-Wittgenstein, and in addition to all 
his Italian titles, which include about a 
dozen dukedoms, is a prince of the holy 
Roman empire, by virtue of a patent granted 
by the engperor of Germany 300 years ago. 
The patriciate of the house of Chigi really 
dates from that time—namely: the begin- 
ning of the seventeenth century, when one 
of its members, Don Fabio Chigi, was ele- 
vated to the chair of St. Peter as Pope Alex- 
ander VII. But long before that the Chigis 
were famous in the Eternal City as bank- 
ers, and Don Agostino Chigi had charge 
as such of the financial affairs of . Pope 
Leo X. of the house of Medici. It is related 
of him that on one memorable occasion when 
that pontiff had honored him with his pres- 
ence at a banquet given at his Farnesina 
villa, on the banks of the Tiber, he flung at 
the close of the repast the whole of the su- 
perb gold service which had figured on the 
table into the river, declaring that plates 
thus sanctified by the use of his holiness 
should never be employed again. The pope 
was vastly impressed by this cochpliment and 
remained until his death shortly afterwards 
in happy ignorance of the fact that Don 
Agostino had taken the precaution to place 
a net, carefully concealed from view, be- 
neath the water, so that after the departure 
of the holy father he experienced no diffi- 
culty whatsoever in recovering possession 
of the gold plate. 


The present Prince G1 Chigi, hig descendant, 
is equally astute in his business ddalings, 
and is one of the few owners of famous pic- 
ture galleries and historic collections of 
paintings at Rome who have managed to 
get the best of the Italian government in 
evading the Pacca law. Wishing to raise 
some money a few years ago, he quietly 
summoned to his palace a number of prob- 
able purchasers, and thereupon put up 
among them a particularly beautiful Botti- 
celli to the highest bidder, the painting, 
though small in size, fetching a sum in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. The prince turned 
over the painting to the purchaser, and re- 
ceived the money then and there. Later 
in the day he notified the Italian government 
of the fact that he had disposed of the pic- 
ture in question, not to a foreigner, but to 
an Italian gentleman, whose card contain- 
ing the name and address he inclosed. Of 
course, when the officials of the department 
of fine arts endeavored to look up the pur- 
chaser they found that no one had ever 
heard of him at the address given. An at- 
tempt was made to hold Prince Chigi re- 
sponsible. But the courts decided that if 


‘the purchaser, an Italian, not a foreigner, 


had assured him that he intended to keep 
the painting in Italy and did not propose to 
take it abroad, the prince had no reason 
for declining to sell the mast€rpiece or to 
doubt the man’s word. 


— 

At the time of the death of Mme. Leonie 
Leon, and subsequently on the occasion of 
the publication of her correspondence with 
Gambetta, in whose life she played so im- 
portant and influential a role, much capital 
was made of the fact that after his demise 
certain of his most intimate friends had 
clubbed together. and contributed enough 
to assure her an income of $3,000 or $4,000 
a year for the remainder of her days. For 
Gambetta, im spite of all the thousands of 


opportunities of enriching himself—to his 


honor be it said—died almost penniless. 

It now turns out that the income derived 
by Mme. Leon after the sudden end of the 
re- t patriot, did not come from the purses 
of his friends, as has beén alleged, but from 
the secret service fund at the disposal of 
the ministry of the iffterior. Many of the 
statesmen who had contro! of this fund as 
minister of the Interior curing the near quar- 
ter of a century which intervened between 
the death of Gambetta and that of Mme. 
Leon had been his political adversaries and 
some, indeed, had even suffered cruelly at 
his hands. But one and all of them, no 
matter what their political views, quietly, 
ahd without saying anything about it, paid 
this allowance to Mme. Leon as @ sort of: 
silent recognition of the great services ren- 
dered to the nation by the man who used

you begin to classify into the good and 
tus bad the results will be different from 
that reached by the standards of the saved 
and the lost. Besides this you have a new 
problem, that of the man who neither is good 
nor bad, who neither belongs with the sheep 
nor with the goats. If fouinsist on clear cut 
divisions, what are you going to do with him? 
There are many of him. 

The truth is that every man belongs to this 
class so far as his character is concerned; 


ther are none unmixed with evil nor any un- 


adulteratedly bad. There usually is mo 
good than we expect in others and more 
than we recognize in ourselves. What then 
has become of the old sharp line between the 
saved and the lost? 

There is a distinction; there is a difference. 
Men either are finding life or losing it. But 
that is a different thing from classifying 
humanity on the tests of thair intellectual 
and moral nimbleness in credal gymnastics. 


The differences between men are fundament- - 


al and moral, rather than intellectual and 


external. 

Salvation is not a legal fiction? a right con- 
ferred by virtue of a fact believed. It is a 
process within the life of a man. Salvation 
is living up; damnation is dying down. 
Heaven is growing up into the life and light 
of the spirit, the higher self; hell is decay- 


} ing in the death of the flesh. 


The great gulf fixed between the saved and 
the lost is vital; it is determined by the 
direction of the life. It grows wider between 
individuals as each persists in his chosen 
course, the one reaching after the worthy 
things before, the other sinking in the lower 
depths. It requires no decree issuing in 
thunder to separate a man; he determines his 
place and lot by the direction in which he 
sets his face. 

No man can look down and live up. No 
matter to what creed you may give unre- 
served assent, no matter in what measure 
you may trust to the virtues or the mercy of 
the most high, if your lif2 goes down, if char- 
acter deteriorates, if the soul shrinks, if the 
beast develops, you banish yourself to per- 
dition. 

Progress is the proof of.piety. Any man 
may know of his faith by whether heis going 
forward. And here none stand still; there are 
no indifferent lives; either you move with tho 
sheep who seek the green pastures and the 
still waters of the river of life, or with the 
goats who turn to the desert. 

A man needs no creda! test of himself, no 
ecclesiastica] test; here is the answer to the 
question, Am I saved? in the further question, 
Am I being saved? Am I turning my face 
to the light? Am I learning the life of love? 
Is my life worth more to the worl® than it 
was’? Is it richer, fuller, sweeter, more like 
the ideal life of the son of man? 

Life either is building up or breaking down 
for each of us; either we are losing life or we 
are finding it. Happy they who live up, who 
set their affections on things above, who 
hav2 learned the great teacher’s lesson of 
enlarging the life by living for others, by 
serving and self-giving. They have no fear 
of being forever lost who fear no loss but 
that of the soul.

east, and it is to the rising sun rather than 
to its setting that we are indebted for the 
birth of those successive religions which con- 
stitute the basis of our modern civilization. 

The celebration of the thousandth anni- 
yersary of the foundation of the oldest uni- 
versity still in existence, is, under the circum- 
stances, an event of far reaching interest, 
and as many European and American uni- 
versities are to be 
represented at the 
ceremonies, the latter 
bid fair to present a 
spectacie without par- 
allel in the annals o! 
history. Numbers o 
the foreign guests 
will come from efar 
For this patrfarch o! 
universities is situ- 
ated on the banks of 
the Nile, at Cairo. I. 
is the celebrated El- 
Ashar, which occu- 
pies much the same 
relation to Isla as 
Oxford does tothe 
church of England. 

It is the headquar- 
ters of Moslem ortho- 
doxy, and the school 
from which for ten 
centuries all those 
teachers have gradu- 
ated who are respon-. 
sible for the fact tha: 
today between 200, 
000,000 and 300,000,000 
of the human race 
are followers of the 
prophet. Their influ- 
ence extends through- : 
out Africa and Asia, even to the Dutch East 
Indies, and to the Philippines, where the 
Mohammedan population, now subject to the 
rule of the United States, is sufficiently large 
and influential to maintain a riwak or set- 
tlement of its own at the El-Agzhar university 
at Cairo. 

~~ 

At first sight it might appear strange that 
there should be any question of Christian 
universities participating in the celebration 
of the millenſum of a Moslem seat of learrting. 
For Islam has the reputation of being in- 
tolerant of other creeds, and of being opposed 
to modern science as incompatible with the 
tenets of Its faith. Both of these popular im- 
pressions are due to misconception. ‘* Men,” 
says the text of Mohammedan tradition, 
‘‘are either learners or learned, and he who 
belongs to neither of these classes is 4 rep- 
tile, and good for naught.” 

Another religious precept says: Learn 
magic, but do not practice it. A man must 
know everything, and remain ignorant of 
nothing.“ So inseparable, indeed, is knowl- 
edge and learning from faith in the estima- 
tlon of the Moslem, that in Arabic histories 
the period before the introduction of Islam 
is described as the epoch of ignorance.”’ 

Of course there are some of the Moslem 
teachers who are inclined to be reactionary. 
But their attitude has nothing very different 
to some of theclergy of the various Christian 
churches towards science in the past. The 
majority of the leaders of Islam are fully 
aware that it is necessary for the interests 
of their faith to march with the times,and 
not long ago at a distribution of prises in a 
government school at Catro, one of the gov- 
ernment inspectors, who happened at the 
same time to be a distinguished professor at 
the El-Azhar university, delivered a notable 
address, in which he insisted that it was a 
mistake to maintain that Mohammedanlam 
and progress were irreconcilable. 

— 

He declared that since the learning of the 
west was originaly derived from oriental 
and in many instances from Moslem sources, 
Mohammedans might accept with open arms 
western instruction, since the latter consti- 
tuted, so to speak, a return ot their own do- 
mestic wares. Perhaps the best illustration 
of these principles propounded by the 
speaker is to be found in the fact that the 
great increase in the demand for government 
instruction on the part 6f the Mohammedans 
in Egypt, where th: state schools nowadays 
are overcrovy™ed, have not led to any diminu- 
tion of their religious belief and to conse- 
quent Wl will on the part of the Moslem 
clergy, and of the teach3rs at the El-Azhar 
university. 

If anything, modern learning seenis to aug- 
ment rather than to decrease the devotion 
of Mohammedans to the faith of their fa- 
thers. 

The English have found this in India. in 
connection with all those Moslem princes and 
nobles who have received their education 
either at the hands of British instructors in 
the deccan or else at schools and universiti>s 
in England, and many is the native gentle- 
man who after graduating from Oxford or 
from Cambridge has subsequently made the 
pilgrimage to Mecca and to Medina. con- 
vinced that by so doing ha was promoting 
his prospects of eternal salvation. 

It is largely because the teachers at the 
great university of the El-Ashar have be- 
come convinced through thes: and other 
means that Mohammedanisnr is reaencilabic 
with western learning that, far from con- 
demning, they accord their approbation to 
the government schools at Cairo. and look 
upon them and upon Européan and Ameri- 
can schools and universities with good will. 
Moreover, thé Intolerance of orthodox Islam 
has been greatly exaggerated. For what 
other building devoted to divine worship has 
witnessed such scenes as the ancient mosque 
of Amroo, which is still more ancient than 
the El-Azhar, and where Moslems 124 by the 
ulema, Christians of every confession led by 
their bishops and patriarchs and Jews fol- 
lowing their reciters and rabbi, have fre- 
quently assembled to bow in unison to that 
one God whom they all worship, to beseech 
him for that high Nile, the failure of which 
spelt ruin, famine, and pestilence to the land? 

” — 

Moreover, when Ahmed Ibn Tuloon, one of 
Egypt's most famous rulers, felt the ap- 
proach of death he requested that his ce- 
religionists with their koran, the Christians 
with their gospels, and the Jews with their 
pentateuch and psalms, shpuld assemble in 
the stately mosque that still bears his name 
today and which he erected on the Ram’s hill 
at Cairo [so called because, according to tra- 
dition, it was the scene of Abraham's pro- 
jected sacrifice of Isaac] in order to pray tor 
the welfare of his soul; nor were there any 
more fervent prayers offered up for the re- 
covery of the late Queen Victoria than those 
that*took place in every mosque of India dur- 
ing her last ilJness.

This is a question which the young man 
starting out in the world should decide for him- 
self as a vital preliminary to his experience., 
It will be taken for granted that the type of 
young man having the qualities of success shall 
be possessed of some spirit and have an appre- 
ciation of his duty to his own self-respect. 
With this consciou#ness of himself it is a cer- 
tainty that in almost any liné of endeavor this 
young man will come face to face with the 
question, Do I owe it to myself to resent this?“ 

On the sane, judicial answer to this question may depend the 
greatest possibilities in that young man’s future. 

In this complicated age of great businesses the responsible heads 
for such businesses must leave much of the management to inferiors. 
These assistants may number tens or hundreds. It might be taken for 
granted in any great business where managers and heads of depart- 


ments are many and where they are in slight personal touch with the 


real head of the coneern, a candid confession of that head of the house 
would show that he would be open to applications replacing a consider- 
able percentage of these assistants if he could hope for better men. 

One of the chief causes for worry on the. part of such a business 
head is the friction which develops among jhis employés. One of the 
marked forms of incompetency in a large organization is that the man 
invested with authority over other men cannot get along with the 
men under him.

A certain number of facts can be due to hailucinations, but not 
all. When, for example, an apparition manifests in a costume un-

hallucination or auto-suggestion cannot explain it. When a dead per- 
son comes begging you to pay a debt of which yon do not know the 
same explanations must be tuled out of eourt. When a phantom re- 
fiects itself in a mirror or leaves an impress on a piece of furniture 
its real existence cannot be contested. When many people are wit- 
nesses, see or hear,,it@s difficult to have recourse to hallucination. 
Photographs of phantoms would be precious documents if they were 
scrupulously verified and confirmed. A child of 3, 4, or 5 years old 
who sees an apparition cannot be accused of being the duge of his 
imagination. A phantom that leads a person to the site of a crime 
cannot be placed under the category of hallucinations. A person who, 
lying in a room, sees and describes a being exactly conforming to 
an ancient inhabitant unknown to her who had : 
died in that room, would be served by a strange 
chance indeed if it were only an illusion. 

Beyond doubt these observations have not 
the rigor of mathematical demonstrations, nor 
of experiments in physics or chemistry. They 
have human elements more or less impact, to 
be weighed and compared. But to declare that 
there is nothing there but imaginary sensations | 
of diseased brains would evidently be an ¥rror, 
the more so because in general they do not fol- 
low the preoccupations of the mind, but spon- 
taneously present themselves to the vast aston- 
ishment pf the observer.

But until that time has arrived the young man of earnest purpose 
cannot afford to sacrifice his chances which have been well chosen 
merely because of some petty impositions which do not affect the great 
mass of his fellow workers in the establishment. If he shall be in the 
position of taking to heart those things which his fellows are laughing 
away among themselves, he should bring himself up with a sharp turn 
and discover where he stands. He has entered a business which is 
established on accepted lines. He is foolish to 
imagine that he can reform it in a day. He 
must adapt himself to the conditions as he finds 
them, or he must get out.

— HE critic without any creative ability and with 
a meager knowledge of the musical technique 
of an antiquated epoch should be dethroned. 
The public’s healthy, matter of fact apprecia- 
tion of a great musical composition should bs 
the only criterion by which such r 
are to be judged. 

Critics are too often anxious to decry the 
vitally new, the unprecedented originality of s 
musical production, for fear that the old stand- 
ards will be overthrown and with it their own 
shallow authority and established reputations 
as critics. The enthusiasic reception of my 
Salome by the public as against’ the derog- 
ative criticisms and abuse heaped upon it by 
the 1 critic illustrates this poink. In the musical world 
there is really no progressive party. The followers and admirers of 
Wagner, who are frequently called “ progressivists,” have really 
no more than explain the ideas of their master and bring them néarer 
to the people by clearing from the ground the various obstacles, by 
waking up the indifferent, strengthening the opinion of the half con- 
verted, and removing all unfavorable criticism. 

Progress has never been made by partisans. The most decisive 
factor, the great power, which always recognized the work of genius 
and enthroned it above all others, as it did also in the case of Wagner, 
is the great mass of the unprejudiced and enjoying public. , With ats 
intuitive receptability the public, as a rule, never fails to appreciate 
every important artistic production. In fact, the chief characteristic 
of a great work of art is the affinity between the creative genius and

They cannot be 
the criteria for works which are themselves to 
be models for new standards. Away with all 
technical codes and dogmas which have long 
been broken by the greatest masters. Away 
with this high priesthood which would hinder 
all originality, progress, and development.

Kean was the first actor-manager to supply 
the stage with “magnificent productions.“ 
and he did squander 4 great deal of money 
upon the presentations of the plays in which 
he appeared. . 

Benjamin Webster, with whom Joe Jeffer- 
son had a slight difference when he went to 
London to play, a difference that arose out 
of Webster’s feud with Dion Boucicault, the 
author of Rip Van Winkle,“ was an actor- 
manager.

It des not take into 
consideration the immense amount fhat is 
pald for new dresses and hats and parasols 
and dainty handkerchiefs which never would 
be bought were it not for the matinées.

There are forty-three theaters in the city. 


In most of these there are two matinées week- 
ly, and in a few the matinée performances are 


given three times every week. The seating 
capacity df these theaters runs all the way 
from 4,000 dOwn to 200. Thegtrical men say 


that the average seating capacity of Chi- 


cago opera houses is about 900. This would 
give a total seating capacity, in all the 
houses, of 38,700; or, to make the estimate 
conservative, about 35,000 in round numbers. 
With twice a Week matinés, and counting a 
full attendance, at least 70,000 matinée tickets 
are purchased weekly by those who spend 
their money for this sort of entertainment. 

The average price of a theater ticket, ac- 
cording to the managers, is about 80 cents in 
the downtown houses and about 40 in the 
suburban theaters. This would give an aver- 
age of 60 cents for the entire city, which with 
a weekly attendance of 70,000, Amounts to 
42.000 for tickets alone. In addition to the 
tickets there are the dimes that are paid out 
for car fare, which swell the total up to at 
least $45,000. Besides the car fare there are 
the bonbons and chocolates, soda water, 
chewing gum, and the hundred other little 
necessities of the matinée girl.

The matinée performance is a great source 
of revenue to the theatrical companies, and 
the seat sale always is more brisk on matinée 
days than it is at the other performances.

nées always is greater than it is for the even- 
ing performances.

This 
habit, while not so largely indulged as it 
formerly was, still is popular among the 
matinée girls, and the money that is paid out 
every week for the candy that is eaten at the 
matinéeg would buy a house and lot on almost 
any of the outlying residence streets. 

The greater part of the expense of mati- 
nées, however, is caused by the need for good 
clothes to wear to these entertainments. If 
a girl could name her own time for getting a 
new dress she would choose, nine times in ten, 
to have it to wear for the first time at a 
matinée. The best place in Chicago to see 
handsomely gowned women is at the entrance 


of a theater just after a matinée performance.

Six times this year the pitchers have come 
within one hit of a clean record for nine 
innings.

I Shall make a barrel of money "—it was 
his pet expression every time we met——" a 
barrel of money for you, if you will but 
follow my plans and suggestions. It is « 
campaign we have to start—a campaign 
which will bring barrels of money.” 

This, then, was the campaign which it 
took meetings upon meetings to unfold; this 
was the plan, the work which I was to 
perform, this was the assistance and coiper- 
ation which I was to give—to find out in a 
diplomatic and careful manner the secrets 
of my prominent pupils and communicate 


From other sources he knew the inner life, 
habits and plans of financial opponents.

ton, Albany, San Francisco, as well as the 
profits or losses sustained by prominent men 
in the financial world, and many other start- 
ling secrets affecting the life of men since 
dead or now retired from the turmoil of ao- 
tive life. 

I knew Jay Gould, and, ‘after careful and 
strenuous efforts, I was once told by him 
to publish, as coming from authentic sources, 
that the bonds of the Texas-Pacific would 
have a sharp advance, but no sooner were 
the words out of his mouth than, with his 
piercing, shining and smiling eyes he cau- 
tioned me not to throw money away in buy- 
ing them.

All this information and all I could gather, 
beside, I imparted to Mr. Rockefeller. 


Meantime, I succeeded in winning the 
friendship and confidence of the vice presi- 
dent of a famous financial institution. He 
was an almost inexhaustible fountain of in- 
formation, financial and otherwise, of deeds 
and misdeeds, of plots and counter plots, all 
of which I duly imparted to Mr. Rockefeller, 
who rubbed his hands and chuckled with 
joy. 

I confess that I was disgusted with myself, 
and I was pining for that barrel of money. 

I know that John D. Rockefeller had me 
at hie mercy. He had only to whisper one 
word to the many men of prominence who 
held me in esteem, who honored me with 
their friendship and confidence, and my days 
of usefulness were over. The more l thought 
of my position the more desperate I grew. 
My only hope of escape seemed to stick to 
Rockefeller, to work for him, to do all his 
dirty work, to risk everything for that barrel 
of money, and then to leave the country.

Rockefeller wore no coat, and coatiess he 
took his usual seat of the evening before. 

I tried my best to relieve the gloomy allence, 
but it was useless, for I was answered in 
short monosyllables, from the fact that my 
pupils were taught to eat in silence. 

Breakfast over, Mr. Rockefeller said: 
„ Mamma, I shall be home for supply only.“ 

He addresses his wife by the word “ mam- 
ma,” and she, in return, calls him “ papa.” 

With these words he arose, donned his 
coat, and left the house. I spent a good 
part of the day roaming about the magnifi- 
cent grounds surrounding the really peerless 
and enchanting summer home nest amid 
a scenery as majestie as it is inspiring.

The children are at school all:day 
in normally heated rooms, come home either 
into a freezing temperature or else ora wl up 
to the kitehen stove, where part of their 
body is freeging while the other part ts 
scorching from heat. Theair of. the kitchen 
is polsonous as a result of the room being 
turned into a living, sleeping, eating room. 
and nursery. Thismnoretban any other con- 
dition is responsible for the freque&t epi- 
demice of scarlet fever and other sicknesses. 

„The lack of fuel in the house werk 
ships in various other ways and is.regponsi- 
bie for mapy of the sicknesses into which 
children in these djstriats are thrown in the 
winter months. I have found hundreds of 
homes where the bread was frozen in the 
pantry because the heat of the xrtohen stove 
barely was sufficient for that room alone, 
Children upon coming from achool hag to put 
the bread on the stove and warm it before 
they could cut it with a knite and eatit. Fre- 
quently when they were hungry ‘they would 
not wait until the bread thawed, but would 
eat it when it Still was frozen.”

Warm Is a Lagary. 

At. @ 2 on the northwest 
side scores of cases were reported where 
the mothers of several families gathered in 
one house in the winter where it was warm 
and sat there until evening. Others went 
to the-gettiement house, sipping every breath 
of the warm air as one drinks some costly 
wine. Sometimes the mothers, who feared 
that their too frequent coming.to the settle- 
ment might be taken as 4m intrusion, de- 
elareé that they came only at the repeated 
pegging of their children, who could not en- 
dure the alr of the home. 

Frequently the coal question is the first 
cause of the downfall of a child, and even 
of a family. It is the first training which 
the child receives in.crime and theft. Fami- 
lies Uving near railroads or near any other 
place where there are large quantities of coal 
to be found send out their children to get 
coal.” The children get it usually. But 
sometimes they themselves are “got” by 
the police, and are taken to the Juvenile 
court.

NME ot the real evils that affiict many 
workers in all lines is the fact that 
they toa often regard their develop- 
ment as finished after working up to 
a certain standpoint. A stenogra- 

pher, for instance, is content usually when 
a certain minimum of speed and efficiency 
10 u A bookkeeper often never will 
dream of trying to learn accountancy. It. 
ig axiomatic that progress will not be made 
if the worker is certain further development 
is impoagaible. The power of a fixed belief 
for good or evil is almost incredible. 

Yet nothing: is more sure than this—the 
more a man and studies the more he 
can see in his essiom. The attitude of 
foolish content, smug self-satisfaction, un- 
willingness to progress, and hence the non- 
bringing out of the best within oneself is 
disastrous. 

The world’s fastest man steriographer, for 
example, was not content with merely learn- 
ing shorthand and attaining a high rate of 
speed on the machine. He found out just 
how and why it was possible to operate some 
typewriters faster than others. He threw 
himself into studying the mechanism of 
various. machines, and the laws which gov- 
ern or limit speed. After he was a star” 
he wrote an instructive little book on the 
subject ot attafning speed. Every para- 
graph of that book showed there was a hid- 
den reason for his supremacy.

point which the reader should understand. 

It-is an illegal thing for one man to in- 
fringe the principles of another mans 
patent. But the whole burden of proof of 
the infringement is upon the person who 
Owns the original patent and who would 
make complaint; seeking the aid of the patent 
office. That ald of the patent office merely is 
the record of the patentee’s claim, with draw- 
ings and descriptions of the thing patented. 
The way to a questioning of the infringer is_ 
through the office of the patent attorney. A 
federal court somewhere will hear the suit 
in equity and decision will be fendered one 
way or another in the due processes of the 


law. 
' * * 
Get Out Writ of Injunction. 

In the most ordinary case of possible in- 
fringement of a patent the first move of the 
complaining patentee is to get out a writ or 
injunction against the infringer. There is a 


chance that the injunction may be made 


Permanent; there are other chances that the 
Case must go into court on its merits, the 


» injunction being refused.

city. -

Like Taking Up Collection. 

If some man or some company of means 
wishes to infringe a patent the first move is 
to discover if the original inventor has means 
to protect himself. If he hasn’t. the stealing 
of a patented idea may be easier than the 
taking up of a voluntary coliection in a 
Sunday school. | 

If there is danger of the person’s coming 
back upon the infringers, it may be necessary 
for the infringers to fix upon some change 
in the original patented thing so slight as not 
to interfere with the operation of the patent- 
ed apparatus, and yet enough that the patent 
office will issue a patent upon some one or 
more of these incidental changes that have 
been effected. 

On what slight grounds the patent office 
may grant a patent whose main principle al- 
ready is in use is one of the most dangerous 
features in the patent office as it appea’s to 
the inventor. This has a double significance 
to the patentee. He may have been innocent 
of the fact that he is infringing another 
man's idea. 

In a certain device for a certain accom: 
plishment the chief principle in it may have 
been his own—but later than that of another. 
Naturally—not having seen or heard of the 
other man’s device—his own plans ‘may differ 
considerably from the first. He goes to an 
attorney who is to make the application fora 
patent.

Does Not Patent Main Idea. 

Most attorneys mea get patent papers 
if possible. A patent may be refused on one 
or two or three features of the device, and the 
attorney may persist and get the papersona 
fourth and almost incidental thing described 
in the drawings. But when the patent cer- 
tificate comes to the patentee, who has been 
nursing the one central principle in the whole 
thing, he has no means of knowing that this 
one principle and two or three incidental fea- 
tures already have been patented. Only the 
records of the applications and refusals at 
the patent office will disclose this, and these 
will need to be uncovered by another disin- 
terested attorney, which costs money natu- 
rally. 

Thus it becomes one of the easiest of posst- 
bilities that an innocent inventor, attacking 
some one whom he thinks is infringing his in- 
vention, may find himself attacked from the 
rear by some one else who has claims that 
antedate both of theirs.

Equipped with a voice like the whistle on 
a fireboat, a good pair of maulers, and weigh- 
ing not an ounce less than 260 pounds, a 
horse auctioneer can grab off from $50 to $75 
a day.

To Establish the Open Shop. 

The doctrine of the open shop is based on 
the following principles: No restriction in 
the use of tools, machinery, or materials, 
except those which are unsafe; no restraint 
as to output; no limitation in the number of 
apprentices and helpers when of proper age; 
mo boycotts; no sympathetic strikes; no sac- 
rifice of the independent workingman to the 
labor union, and no compulsory use of the 
mion label. 

Labor unions acthally fix a limit on the 
products of manufacturing concerns by pro- 
hibiting in some instances the use of ma- 
chines and machine made things, and also 
by outlawing methods of work which would 
show the superiority of one man over an- 
the The plumbers’ union in St. Louis put 
its ban on drum traps and a large number 
of machine made supplies of higher quality 
than those produced by hand. The use of 
bicycles and all other vehicles was denied 
during working hours. Equally drastic pro- 
visions are found in the laws of the machin- 
ists’ and other unions against piece and pre- 
mimum work. Thus all workers are put on 
a dead level, not by raising the quality and 
quantity of the work of the least efficient to 


‘that of the most efficient, but by lowering 


that of the most efficient to the level of the 
least efficient. In this way, as I know from 
personal experience, the average work done 
per man in union, or closed shops, is lower 
m quantity and inferior in quality to that 
which ts done in open shops.

Anybody who starts out to tell how union- 
ism injures labor must begin with the leaders 
of the unions th 


some leaders of labor express for men like 
Debs and Haywood, who have been socialists 
all along,, tends to asseciatée unionism in 
the public mind with socialism, anarchism, 
and reaction in general, and to bring dis- 
credit to the average member of a union, no 
matter how worthy he may be as an indi- 
vidual. 

The employer's position gives him the op- 
portunity to be more oppressive, if he is in- 
clined that way, than the worker.

Relacquer Your Brass. 

A valuable trade secret was recently im- 
parted regarding the treatment of brass, If 
your brass bed tarnishes and you send it to 
a repair shop to be newly lagquered it will 
cost between 62.50 and $5. It will look as 
well as new and last as long if treated to a 
lacquer made of gum shellac dissolved in 
alcohol, This makes a thin varnish, which 
is applied with a small brush. Ten cents 
worth of materials will suffice for a brass bed, 
and a workman could do the work within an 
hour. Gas fixtures, picture frames, grates, 
and candlesticks may be similarly renewed. 
Nearly all brass work is lacquered to prevent 
corrosion and to avoid the labor of frequent 
polishing. Highly pollshed brass should not 
be touched by the bare hand, the persptration 
causing: it to tarnish, In cleaning use a soft 
chamois skin or woolen cloth.

Child Should Play.

New Bibs for Baby. 

For the tiny baby some new models in bibs 
are made From linen or any material that 
you desire to make the bib, cut a circle whose 
circumference will be ten inches. This is the 
neck. Around this cut another line about an 
inch and a half from the first line in one 
place and gradually make the distance wider. 
The widest part is the front of the bib, and 
should be as long as the distance from baby’s 
neck well over the chest, and open down the 
middle of the back. ‘It is best to use an old 
bib for a pattern. Then take a piece of goods 
ten or twelve inches long and an inch wide. 
Join the middle part of this band to the mid- 
dle ef the front of the bib, and sew ribbon 
strings to each of the ends, so that it will 
fit under the arms and tie in back.

Tall Giri Question.” In this latter event it was de- 
sired by the women in charge to secure sets to repre- 
gent the seasons and the hours composed of girls of 
varying height—atl easy problem, apparently. But 
when the selections were about to be made it was 
found necessary to omit almost entirely the short 
girl groups, On the other hand, it was discovered 
that it wae an easy matter to secure the tall women 
necessary, and many of the tableaux were composed 
entirely of tall women. 

Bepecially was thie true of the leau Night,” 
every one of the eight girls composing it being tall 
and of even height. On the other hand, the tall girls 
gre almost a unit in declaring that the men are 
growing shorter, and herein Hes the difficulty—as 
they see it, But in reality this contention has hardly 
been found to be true, as it i¢ an unmistakable fact 
that the women themselves are gradually but surely 
lengthening out. Of the girls who made their formal 
bews to society last year, 90 per cent were unusually 
tall, while almost to a girl the youngér generation 
Will surpass them in height. 

A glance at the débutantes of recent years shows 
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ter of Dr. N. . Davis, who has almost reached her 
father’s height already. 

But as large as this list of society's young leaders 
ig, a more remarkable group of tall women is found 
among the married women of Chicago—a list so large 
and impressive that the contention that tall girls have 
difficulty in finding husbands seems hardly borne 
out.

Both of the Farwell girle—Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor, 
of Rose bindery fame, and Mrs. Robert McGann, her 
artistic sister—are tall, as is Mrs. Walter Farwell, 
their sister-in-law, who, as Miss Mildred Willams, 
was the reigning belle of Washington for several sea- 
sons. Mrs. Honoré Palmer, née Miss Grace Brown of 
Baltimore, is another tall leader, while her sisters, 
Mre. W. W. Keith and Mrs. Stanley Field, are but a 
trifle shorter. 

The Barrett girlé—now Mrs. Arnold Scudder and 
Mrs. George Rublee—have always been noticeable for 
their height, although Mrs. Rublee sucéeeded in find- 
ing a husband so much taller than herself that she 
has ceased to be regarded as one of Chicago's tallest.
